REVOLUTIONISTS WILL ASSIST. 


©uabans in New-York Who Expect to Help. 
on the Revolt. 


The cable dispatch from Havana pub- 
Fished in Tuk New-York Trgs yesterday 
announcing the outbteak of the reyolution 
in Cuba greatly stirred up Cubans in thie 
eity. Enrique Trujillo, editor of El Por- 
venir, a Cuban revolutionary paper pub- 
lished in this city, said: 

“T shall state in my paper to-morrow that 
‘we have received confirmatory news of the 
beginning of a revolutionary movement in 
Holguin and Tunas, both in the eastern 
part of the island, under the leadership of 
Manueland Salvador Sartorus. The Cubans 
have been preparing for a revolution for 
the last three or four years, and, judging 
from the conditions existing on the island, 
there is every probability of the revolution 

going on autil Cuba is free. The revolu- 
tionary party in New-York and other 
places in this country and in Spanish- 
speaking republics has plenty of money, 
and will undoubtedly help the revolution- 
ists. The Spanish party in Cuba is divided 
at present, and there is not enough co- 
hesion between the factions to suppress the 
rising.” ‘ 

Benjamin Guerra, General Treasurer of 
the revolutionary party, said: “‘ This seems 
to be the beginning of our revolution, al- 
though I have not received any private dis- 
patches advising me of the outbreak. 

“ The movement has begun in the Prov- 


ince of Santiago de Cuba, the largest in the 


island, although not the most thickly

“T think that the revolution will spread 
all over the island, and that would be more 
advisable, because if it is concentrated it 
will be easier for the Spaniards to sup- 
press it. 

“We shall send money or money’s worth. 
I do not mean to say that I am going to 
send money or its worth to these particular 
ins nts, but the money we raised is not 
for pleasure, but for serious revolution. 
V’ll tell you further that we are very well 
organized.” : 
“Where is Delegate Marti, the chief of 
your party ?” 

* Just now he is on the ocean, but I can- 
not tell you where he is going.” 

Another gentleman prominent in the 
revolutionary party said: ‘The elder of 
the Sartorus brothers was the President of 
the home rule party in the Province of 
Santiago de Cuba, and the fact of his tak- 
ing arms shows that the home rule 
party in that district. has given up all hope 
of getting fair Rey from Spain and has 
pooled issues with the revolutionists. This 
uprising, however, is our work, and the 
home rulers have joined us from despair. 
‘The insurgents are well armed and have 
money, but I do not think they have artil- 
lery. They do not need cannon, as the 
country is mountainous. 

“Vl tell you something that our watch- 
ers have brought in, and that is that the 
Spanish flagship Infanta Isabel, with the 
Admiral on board, sailed from the North 
River for Havana at 1 o’clock this after- 
noon, just about an hour ago. They have 
gone to look after the revolutionists.” 

Col. de Queralta, who fought in the last 
‘Cuban revolution and afterward became 
an agitator for the annexation of Ouba to 
the United States, said: ‘** This is not an 
accidental outbreak, but whether the 
movement was begun by o of the revo- 
lutionary party’s leaders or was forced by 
the condition of affairs is not yet known. 
The father of the Sartorus brothers edits 
a Liberal paper in Gibara, and has been 
frreat criticised by the Spaniards for the

The Spanish Consul General, Alturo 

Baldasano, said that no orders to proceed 
to Cuba had been issued to the Spanish 
war ships, and that no danger whatever 
was apprehended from the revolutionists. 
He did not believe they had a sufficient 
following on the island to cause any serious 
trouble. 
Mr. Baldasano said that the present Gov- 
ernment of Cuba was based upon the most 
liberal principles, and was administered 
with fairness and impartiality, and that he 
did not believe there was any a cause of 
complaint. Only avery small proportion 
of the population of the island was dissat- 
isfied with the Government, and these mal- 
contents belonged to the lowest and most 
lawless classes. : 

The movements of the Spanish war ships 
were in no way oielaaell by the reports 
from Cuba. The Infanta Isabel was going 
to Cuba to make arrangdments to escort 
the Spanish Princess, Intapta Enlalic. to 
New-York on her way to the World’s Fair. 
The Reina Regente would remain here for 
og 2 in the dry dock at.the navy yard. 
The Nueva Espafia, sailing to-day, would 
go direct to Spain. 

M. Rienda of the firm of J. M. Ceballos & 
Co., 80 Wall Street, said: ‘On reading 
the reports published in the newspapers 
this morning we at once cabled to our 
friends there, and our advices are to the 
effect that no serious danger is appre- 
hended from the revolutionists.

END OF THE SHANN INQUEST. 


Mrs. Shann, Mother of the Young Man, 
Arrested on a Charge of Murder. 


PRINCETON, N. J., May 1.—The Coroner's 
jury charged with an investigation of the 
death of John Shann, whose body was dis- 
emboweled just as an insurance company 
was preparing for an autopsy, rendered a 
verdict to-night that Shann came to his 
death through mercurial poison. 

There was a hasty conference of the au- 
thorities, and Mrs. Shann, John Sbann’s 
mother, was placed under arrest to await 
the action of the Grand Jury on a charge 
of having killed her son. 

A large crowd has gathered around the 
Shann residence to see her depart for the 
Mercer County Jail, where she will be 
taken in a carriage to-night. 

The verdict of the jury was made upon 
the testimony given to-night. 

Prof. Wormley of the University of 


Pennsylvania, who made an examination 
of some of the boy’s remains, testified that 
he found more poison in the piece of kidney 
that had been left in the abdominal cavity 
than could have got there by the use of 
medicine prescribed by a physician. . 
He testitied that he had found corrosive 
sublimate or bichloride of mercury equiva- 
lent to one-half grain to one pound of 
matter. He judged that all the other por-. 
tions of the body would contain a propor- 
tionate amount of the poison. 

Allowing one-half grain of mercury to 
each pound of young Shann’s emaciated 
form, there would be about fifty grains. 
He was of the opinion that from three to 
eight grains would be a fatal dose. He 
said that it would be impossible that the 
kidney could contain more than other 
portions of the body. 

‘This strong expert evidence was supple- 
mented and partially corroborated by the 
additional testimony of Dr. Bergen, who 
attended young Shann. He said that he 
had ordered antiseptic tablets as disinfect- 
ants which contained seven and three- 
tenth grains of corrosive sublimate to two 
and three-tenth grains of ammonia. These, 
the doctor said, were rank poison, and were 
only to be used for cleansing vessels used 
in the sickroum. 

The box, he said, was labeled *‘ Poison,” 
andin addition to that, each tablet was 
marked * Poison” in’ blue letters, which 
could be distinctly seen. ‘These were to be 
dissolved in one pint of water when used. 

ln tase they had been administered in- 
ternally, they would have produced the ex- 

act symptoms which young Shann had. 








. De Baun Out*of Prison. 
BING SING, May 1.—Charles J. De Baun, for- 
merly cashier of the National Park Bank of 


New-York, whose term was commuted by Gov. 
Flower, was released from Sing Sing Prison this 
morning, after serving three years and ten 
months. 

He was sentenced on June 24, 1889, by Judge 
Martine to a term of five years and six 
months for forgery in the second degree. His 
term, with the allowance for good behavior, 
would havo expired on May 11.

FRANCIS H, WEEKS DEPOSED: 


NO LONGER IN OHARGE OF THE 
BIG WEST SUPERIOR OONOERN. 





He Makes a Personal Assignment to.R. W. 
G. Welling at About the Same Time— 
A Bad State of Affairs in the Land 
and River Improvement Company, of 
Which He Was the Head, Discovered 
by Its Stockholders—His Liabilities Not’ 
Yet Figured, but Thought to be Heavy. 


As the result of about two months of. 
quietinvestigation into the financial man- 
agement of the Land and River Impreve- 
ment Company of West Superior, Wis., 
Francis Henry Weeks was yesterday de- 
posed as President, Treasurer, and Di- 
rector of that corporation. ° 
Almost coincident with this action of the 
stockholders of the West Superior com- 
pany came the announcement that Mr. 
Weeks has made a personal assignment to 
Richard W. G. Welling, a lawyer with an 
office in the United Bank Building at 
Broadway and Wall Street. 

Mr. Weeks was formerly a member of the 4 
law ifirm of De Forest & Weeks, at 62 
William Street, and he is well known as & 
lawyer and as an ardent promoter of West- 4 
ern enterprises. He severed his connection 
with the law firm about four years ago, 
and has since devoted his time and labor 
exclusively to the development of the new: 
town of West Superior, in Wisconsin, op- 
posite Duluth. 

For a long time he had the unquestioned 
control of the finances of the Land and 
River Improvement Company. The con-' 
cern was apparently in a very prosperous 
condition, and big dividends were puid reg- 
ularly. 

Some peculiar features of Mr. Weeks’s 
financial methods caused two or three of 
the large stockholders much uneasiness 
and led to an investigation which disclosed 
a bad state of affairs. 

Mr. Weeks’s business interests were 
found to bein a suspicious tangle, and he 
was reported as having acted queerly. It 
is alleged that he had been a heavy bor- 
rower of money, and that in his enthusi- 
astic desire to take advantage of the rapid 
growth of the Lake Superior region he 
had become hopelessly involved. 

Instead of being worth half a million dol- 
lars, as he confidently calculated one year 
ago, he found himself unable to take care 
of his obligations. 

A friend of Mr. Wecks’s said last night 
that the zealous projector’s nervous system 
had partly given way under the strain and 
he had done things in a business way which 
rendered his retirement from the Presi- 
dency of the West Superior Improvement 
Company absolutely necessary. 

That corporation was formed eight or 
ten years ago with a capital of $750,000. 
It established the town of West Superior 
and prevailed upon a number of large man- 
ufacturers to locate there. The company 
built hotels, business blocks, and resi- 
dences, and the stockholders rejoiced to 
note the rapid increase in the value of their 
stock. 

For the past two or three years the com- 
pany’s property in West Superior has been 
appraised at $14,000,000, and dividends 
ranging from 25 to 60 per cent. per annum 
have been paid. Mr. Weeks was the sole 
executive officer, and he managed the busi- 
ness in bis own way. For three or four 
years the stockholders have had no de- 
tailed statement of the company’s affairs. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders 

of this corporation was held in its New- 
Jersey office ow- Mr. Weeks was 
present only by proxy. After listening to 
a@ statement showing the necessity of a 
speedy reorganization, the stockholders 
elected an entirely new Board of Directors, 
omitting Mr. Weeks’s name from the list. 
Following are the names of the best- 
known members of the new board: Warner 
Van Orden, President of the Bank of North 
America; J. B. Williams, Vice President of 
the Northern Pacitic Railroad; William 
Nelson Cromwell of the law firm of Sulli- 
van & Cromwell, 8. E. Kilner, George 8. 
Baxter, C. A. -Spofford, Heman Dowd, R. L 
Belknap, and Henry De Forest. 
Mr. Van Orden was elected President of 
the company, Mr. §. KE. Kilner Secretary 
and Treasurer, arid the Messrs. Sullivan 
and Cromwell were appointed counsel to 
the board, with authority to make a thor- 
9g examination of the company’s condi- 
tion. 

It was at yostentog’s meeting that the 
first information of Mr. Weeks’s personal 
assignment was conveyed to the stockhold- 
ers. No authoritative statement was made 
concerning the amount of Mr. Weeks’s lia- 
bilities, but there is a belief that they will 
run up into the hundreds of thousands. 

Mr. William Nelson Cromwell said last 
evening that Mr. Week’s personal financial 
embarrassment did not affect the stability 
of the Land and River Improvement Com- 
pany. That concern, Mr. Cromwell said, 
was rich and: prosperous, and, while it may 
have lost some money, its credit will not be 
disturbed. 

One of the Western enterprises in which 
Mr. Weeks was engaged was the West 
Superior Iron and Steel Company, of 
which he was, for a while, the Treasurer. 
Mr. James Roosevelt was President. The 
company’s authorized capital was $3,500,- 
—, and a large sum was put into the 

ant. 

"Tl uiry at the residence of Mr. Weeks, 
at 11 East Twenty-fourth Street, last even- 
ing elicited the assurance from a servant 
that Mr. Weeks and all the members of his 
family were out of town. Their where- 
abouts were not disclosed. It was observed 
that the carpets had been removed from 
the floors of the housejand that the furni- 
ture was apparently awaiting removal. 

Mr. Welling, the assignee, yesterday 
gave out to the reporter the following state- 
ment: 

“Mr. Weeks was interested in several 
business enterprises in the West® I have 
had no opportunity as yet to look into his 
affairs, but, as nearly as I can now tell, he 
was quite a borrower of money, and he 
found it impossible to secure sufficient ac- 
commodation, and so was obliged to make 
@D assignment.” 

Mr. Welling was unable to give any idea 
of the liabilities of Mr. Weeks, but ex- 
pected to have a statement ready soon. 
Mr. Charles W. Gould is attorney for the 
assignee. 





Sheriff Hoxsie Faces the Music. 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 1.—Gov. Flower gave a 
hearing this afternoon to the committee repre- 
senting the Syracuse Ministerial Association, 
which oharges Sheriff Hoxsie of Onondaga 
County with neglect of duty in not having pre- 
vented the Durfee-Donovan glove contest a 
Maple Bay April 9. Donovan died shortly after 
the close of the fight. 

The hearing ocoupied over two hours, but the 
Ministerial Association produced no witnesses, 
and were not prepared with aflidavite or coun- 
sel. Members of the committee read clippings 


from newspapers, and held that ample time was 
afforded the Sheriff to locate the scene of the 
contest. 

Counsel for Hoxsie protested that this was all 
hearsay, and in turn had witnesses sworn who 
testified in favor of the Sheriff. Mr. Hoxsie in 
his own behalf claimed to have made efforts 
without avail to locate the battle ground. He 
was successful only at 10 o’olock on the evening 
of the conteet.

BURIED UNDER A FALSE NAME, 


The Fate of Jeweler Riecker Revealed 
After a Long Search. 


Aremarkable case of mistaken identity 
has been developed within the last two 
days by a search made by Dr. G. Scholer of 
811 West Forty-eighth Street fora missing 
friend. The result was the discovery that 
his friend had been buried in the city cem- 
etery under a false name. 

Frederick Riecker, forty-eight years old 
and unmarried, who kept a jewelry store at 
122 Broadway, Brooklyn, under the name of 
Steinecke & Co., and who lived in bachelor 
quarters at 110 South Tenth Street in that 
city, wasthe missing man. He was weil 
known in his trade and was President of 
the Watchmakers’ Association of this city. 


He was well-to-do and conducted a pros- 
perous business. He dropped out of sight 
six weeks ago. 

Riecker was @ member of the Lieder- 
kranz and Arion Societies, the Turn Verein, 
and a number of other German social and 
benevolent organizations. His friends 
made every 
whereabouts. Under Dr. Scholer’s direc- 
tion a systematic search was instituted, 
and the aid of the police of this and other 
cities was enlisted. The police records 
were overhauled, and all the hospitals and 
public institutions were searched, but with- 
out success. Circulars describing the miss- 
ing man were sent broadcast through the 
country, and some were sent to Germany, 
on the supposition that he might have re- 
turned to his native land. 

Last Sunday the doctor made a visit to 
the Morgue in this city and carefully ex- 
amined all'the photographs of the unidenti- 
tied dead. He was startled to discover in 
the collection a picture of the missing jew- 
eler. THib, according to the card attached, 
was the portrait of one Charles Hoyer, who 
was recorded as having committed suicide 
by jumping from the platform of the up- 
town station of the elevated railroad at 
Third Avenue and Seventy-sixth Street on 
March 14. 

An investigation showed that the man 
now identified as Riecker either fell or 
jumped over the railing and fell into the 
street. While he was lying there a bar- 
tender employed in a liquor store on the 
corner came out, and, looking at the suffer- 
ing man, said: “Why, that’s Charley 
Hoyer, the cigar peddler.” The injured 
inan was taken to the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital, where he died that night. The body 
was taken to the Morgue and registered 
there as that of Charles Hoyer, and it was 
buried in Potter’s Field. It was developed 
in the investigation that three days after 
the death of the supposed Charles Hoyer 
he turned up in the liquor store all right 
and the bartender subsequently informe 
the police of the fact. Nevertheless the 
record was not changed. 

Riecker’s friends say that he did not com- 
mit suicide, and that his death was the re- 
sult of an accident. ‘He was subject to 
attacks of vertigo. Steps are being taken 
for the exhumation of the remains and 
their burial in the Evergreens Cemetery. 
The jeweler’s money and valuables cannot 
be found. At the Presbyterian Hospital 
were found his keys, his pocketbook, and a 
memorandum book, but his watch and 
money could not be found. Even his cloth- 
ing had disappeared 


DIVOROES BARRED IN BOSTON. 


Statutes so Muddled that no Absolute De- 
cree Can be Granted. 





Boston, Mass., May 1.—Absolutedivorce 
in Massachusetts is legally impossible at 
present, and no absolute decree can be ob- 
tained or granted’ until an immense obsta- 
cle is removed. This can be effected only 
by recourse to either the Legislature or the 
Supreme Court. 

The situation is‘due to an act which went 
into effect to-day, and which the Judges of 
the Superior Court declare unconstitu- 
tional. It orders that the decree nisi, after 
the expiration of the six months, can be 
made absolute by a decree of the Clerk of 
the court. 

Here is the stumbling block in the legal 
procedure. The making of the decree nisi 
a decree absolute is a judicial act. How 
then can a clerk, whose office is entirely 
ministerial, perform that act? The court 
will not grant the decree in the face of 
such an act of the Legislaturé, and the 
clerk will not attempt to usurp judicial 
powers. Speedy legislation will be de- 
— for the repeal of the obnoxious 
statute.

TO OHIOAGO. 





CONFESSION MADE BY A YOUNG LAWYER, 





But He Spoke Only After the Girl’s Pather: 


Had Accused Him, 





HE WAS AN OLD FAMILY FRIEND. 





She Wrote Him Many Letters, Cornell 


Says, and Told Him She Was Unhappy 
at Home—In Chicago He Thought of 
His Family and Abandoned Her—Capt. 
Berghold Says His Daughter Had with 
Her $1,600, Which Oannot Now Be 
Found—Was She Robbed ? 


Part of the mystery surrounding the 
death of Miss Rebecca Berghold, eld- 
est daughter of Police Captain Berg- 
hold, in the Southern Hotel, Chi- 
cago, last Saturday, was cleared up 
last night, when William Alexander 
Cprnell of 17 East One Hundred and Fif- 
teenth Street, driven into a corner, related 
to half a dozen reporters the story of his 
relations with the young woman and the 
betrayal of the friendship of many years. 

He would not, undoubtedly, have con- 
sented to speak had he not read a telegram 
containing the statement made in Chicago 
inthe afternoon by Capt. Berghold, who 
spoke of his belief fas to the identity of the 
man known as “ Alexander,” who was with 
Miss Berghold at the Southern Hotel 

“T have every reason to believe,” said 
Capt. Berghold, “that this man Is none 
other than William Alexander Cornell, 
who has been afriend of my family for 
years. Heis an attorney living at 17 East 
One Hundred and Fifteenth Street, New- 
York. He was a schoolmate of my son, and 
had eaten at my table countless numbers 
of times. 

“I never suspected that any attachment 
existed between him and my daughter, nor 
do I believe any member of my family 
thought so, but later developments have 
shown to’the contrary. I firmly believe 
that he is concerned in my daughter's 
death.” 

Cornellis Captain of Company H of the 
Eighth Regiment andjhe was detained by a 
drill of the company last night until after 
11 o’clock. On his arrival home he found 
the reporters awaiting him. 

Cornell is a tall, well-built man, and 
might be termed handsome. He has a 
dark-brown beard, cut according to the 
Vandyke style. In beginning his story 
last night he hemmed and hawed, but after 
he had been’ pinned down closely he gave 
what he called a true account of his rela- 
tions with Miss Berghold. 

From time to time his young wife found 
occasion to enter the room, but as soon as 
she appeared he ceased speaking, and bowed 
his head on his hands. 

“Well, gentlemen,” he said, when he 
recognized the futility of keeping silence 
in view of Capt. Berghold’s statement, 
“there are some things connected with 
this sad affair which, when told, may 
throw a different color upon it. I first be- 
came acquainted with the Berghold family 
about eleven years ago. Miss Berghold’s 
brother William was my classmate, and 
through him I became acquainted with the 
family.” 

“Is it true that Capt. Berghold aided you 
financially in completing your education?” 
Cornell was asked. 

“That is false. I never had any assist- 
ance from him, for I never needed any. I 
entered the West Point Academy in 1884 
and remained there two years. I left be- 
ausec the academy life became distasteful 
to me, and 1 then took up the study of law. 
I was admitted to the bar in 1890.” 

At this point Cornell began to wander 
away from his story and said that he would 
have to decline to say anything more. 

* But, you know, Mr. Cornell,” he was 
told, ‘‘that Capt. Berghold has given his 
side of the case, and it is intimated that 
Rebecca was murdered.” 

Cornell meditated for a moment before 
he replied: 

** Well, Sir, ’m in the corner, and, I pre- 
sume, I had better speak.” 

He shifted uneasily in his chair and then 
began: bs 

“It is about five years ago that Miss 
Berghold hinted to me that her home life 
was unhappy. I wasa constant visitor at 
the house, and devoted much of my atten- 
tion to her yvunger sister Eliza. But 
during the past few years I have not called 
at the house.” 

*“ Will you state the reason for this?” 

“Well, it was presets supposed that 
we were engaged, but we were not, and 
when she urged me to marry her I de- 
clined, and this created the coolness. 
About two years ago I began to receive 
letters from Rebecca at my office in Nassau 
She asked me to meet her at ele- 
vated railroad stations and I kept a num- 
ber of the appointments. 

“She had studied stenography and was 
anxious to obtain employment as a type- 
writer. I asked her why she should do 
this, for I knew she had a good home, and 
she told me that she could not agree with 
her sister and brother; they were con- 
stantly nagging her about her dependency 
on her father. 

“I secured her two or three places, but 
she never kept them long. The letters came 
with greater frequency, aud finally I had 
to request her to cease sending them. 

“On April 12 I got a letter from her re- 
questing me to meet her in the ladies’ room 
of the Cosmopolitan Hotel, and I went 
there. She told me that she had left her 
home that day, and she did not propose to 
goback. She added that she had registered 
at the hotel as Mrs. Alexander. , 

‘‘T saw her the next day, and she reiter- 
ated her intention of earning her own liv- 
ing. I tried to impress upon her the fact 
that she ought to go home, but she told me 
she had taken the step deliberately, and if 
she couldn’t get work in New-York she 
would go to Chicago. : 

“The 14th and 15th of April she begged 
me to accompany her to Chicago and finally, 
as I had some business in that city, I 
agreed. We left here April 16, and on 
reaching Chicago we went to the Southern 
Hotel where I registered ‘Mr. and 
Mrs. Alexander, New-York.’ She tried to 
secure work, and I did everything to aid 
her, but she failed and became melancholy 
and low-spirited.” : 

** What occasioned your return to New- 
York?” 

“Well, gentlemen, I forgot my duty 
to my wife and my _ home. had 
been intimate with the young wo- 
man for a long period, and during 
that time I forgot honor and every- 
thing. But last Thursday night I recalled 


birthday and the thought so weighed upo 
me “gg I determined to Biche to New 
ork, 

‘When I reached this conclusion I went 
to the hotel and told her. I shall never 
forget how I found her. She was seated in 
® rocking chair in front of a grate fire 
reading a novel. 

“My decision completely unnerved her. 
She cried and threw her arms around 
my neck, saying that if I left her 
she had nothing to liye for, and 
that’ she would kill herself. I did* 
not give much es to it at the time, for 
she had often said during the past two 
1 that she baa eee suicide. 

““ However, the thought of my baby’s 
birthday confronted me, and I wae saben 
than ever determined to break off the 
affair, and so I left the room. Going 
down stairs, it occurred to me to 
say to the clerk that I was going out of 
town foraday or two, but would return 
Sunday. I paid our bill and left her to set- 
tle the a of Saturday. 

My effects were in a small grip, and on 
reaching the street I boarded a cable car 
and went to the Pennsylvania sta 
tion. There I purchase a ticket 
for New-York and went into a sleep- 
er. The train lost time coming east 
and at Pittsburg I had to change ‘cars. 1 
reached New-York Sunday morning about 
8 o’clock and came right up here. It was 
not until late in the afternoon thatI read 
of her death.” 

‘Did you communicate with her fam- 
ily?” 

**No; I was too much dazed to do any- 
sping, ‘rah Sp now — Fiabe pes of the

“Capt. Berghold,” Cornell was tol

‘Cornell was very nervous when he fin- 
ished his story and seemed anxious to be 
alone. He seemed to be afraid that 
he would be arrested. After he had 
finished his tale he begged that the re- 
porters would deal gently with him, not so 
at for hls own sake as his wife and 
aby. 

Capt. Berghold and His son-in-law left 
Chicago last night with the body of Miss 
Berghold. 

Some of Capt. Berghold’s friends are ap- 
prehensive that he will do violence to Cor- 
nell if he should find him on his réturn to 
New-York. 


DYING OF A ORIMINAL OPERATION.

Jackson Park Overrun with People te 


Witness the Opening of the Greatest 
Exposition the World Has Ever Seen— 


A Damp, Disagreeable Day, but No 
Lack of Warm Enthusiasm—The Presi- 
dent and the Duke de Veragua Cheered 
to the Echo—The Fair Now Open. 


CuiIcaGo, May 1.—Grover Cleveland, 
calm and dignified, in a few eloquent 
words delivered in a clear, ringing voice, 
which was heard by the great multitude 
gathered before him, declared the World’s 
Columbian Exposition open a few minutes 
after noon to-day and touched the ivory- 
and-gold key which started the machinery, 
gave play to the fountains. and unfurled 
the flags and banners of the “ White City.” 

No more impressive scene was ever en- 
acted. From early dawn until the sun 
touched the meridian people had been mak- 
ing their way into the park. There wasa 
heavy mist over the city in the morning 
hours. The weather prognostications were 
unfavorable. Rain was predicted. It had 
poured during the night, and the roads 
leading to the fair and within the gates 
were sticky with mud. But “Chicago 
luck,” as proverbial as the President's, 
again triumphed. The mists cleared away. 
The sun shone warmly and brightly. 

While the mist was still hanging over the 
lake, Troops A and K of the Seventh United 
States Cavalry, the Chicago Hussars, and 
Troop A, Illinois Naficonal Guard, under 
command of Major T. A. Baldwin of the 
Seventh Cavalry, drew up in front of the 
Auditorium Hotel, where the Duke of Vera- 
gua was lodged. The cavalry acted as his 
escort to the Lexington Hotel, where 
President Cleveland awaited their arrival 
By 9:30 o’clock the President of the United 
States, the President of the World’s Colum- 
bian Commission, Thomas W. Palmer, and 
the President of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition, H. N. Higinbotham, had taken 
their seats in a carriage, behind which 
were. twenty-eight more carriages filled 
with the Directors and National Commis- 
sioners of the exposition, representa- 
tives of the Board of Lady Managers, and 
the Vice President, the Cabinet officials, 
the Governor of Illinois, and the Mayor of 
Chicago. At a swinging trot the cavalry 
took up the march to the exposition 
grounds. 

On each side Michigan Boulevard was 
lined with crowds waiting to see the cavale 
cade pass. They were rewarded for their 
patience, for the brief glimpse of the pro- 
cession which they got was worth having. 
A squad of mounted park police led the 
way, then came a squad of city police, 
mounted, followed by the cavalry and the 
carriages with the distinguished personages 
in adouble column. The route lay down 
the boulevard to Washington Park and 
through the Midway Plaisance to the Ad- 
ministration Building. 

There was asharp contrast between the 
crowds which lined the Boulevard and the 
quaint figures in their bizarre dress, of the 
denizens of the Plaisance. Arabs, Egyp- 
tians, Javanese, Nubians, Cingalese, Sou- 
danese, Moors, Chinese, and the inhabit- 
ants of every quarter of the globe were 
grouped on either side of the roadway 
ready to do obedience to ths ruler of the 
great American Nation. A blare of fantas- 
tic music caught the ear as the procession 
passed through, and the din of shouts in 
every language was deafening. Cheers 
greeted the President on every hand as he 
drove up tothe Administration Building, 
where the party alighted and entered. 

It was then nearly 11 o’clock. The march 
down the Boulevard and through the Mid- 
way Plaisance had taken almost an hour 
and a half. In the meantime, guests whe 
were favored with tickets were assembling 
in the grand stand, which had been erected 
on the east side of the beautiful Adminis- 
tration Building, the golden dome of which 
was glowing in the sunlight. The stage 
extended with tiers of seats clear 
across the east front of the building 
and down to within 200 feet of Mac- 
monnie’s fountain, which fills in 
the end of the lagoon. In the rear 
the orchestra was stationed. The middle 
section was reserved for the representatives 
of foreign Governments. On either side 
were distinguished guests. The speakers’ 
platform, carpeted in red with a stand coyv- 
ered with an American flag, on which was 
the key used to start the machinery, ex- 
tended out from the main stand thirty feet. 
On either side was a lower stand, reserved 
for the newspaper men. Before this stand 
is a wide plaza extending to the lagoonand 
from the Electricity Building on the north 
to Machinery Hall on the south, a dis- 
tance of 1,000 feet. 

Before the exercises began the plaza was 
filled with a mass of humanity, which pa- 
tiently waited for the appearance of the 
President. As the crowd grew it flowed 
over on to the bridges which cross the arms 
of the lagoon, and even beyond the advan- 
tageous positions, thousands upon thou- 
sands of men, women, and‘ children found 
standing room in the colonnades of the 
Agricultural and Manufactures Buildings, 
on opposite sides of the lagoon and along 
the plaza away around to the peristyle be- 
hind French’s colossal statue of the Repub- 


stand. _ 
At first this immense crowd was quiet 
and orderly, but as the pressure of count- 
less thousands behind bore upon those in 
front, there began a packing of the multi- 
tude into the apane immediately in frente : 
the stand which threw the struggling : 
surging mass into a panic. Women, espé- 
cially those of advanced age, and in many 
cases strong men and young men and girls — 
were crushed, so that brea was alm 
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ri vasty with mud. A steaming 
are ch could be seen in thes nlig 
ing above the heads of the stifling 
ple. Scores of women fainted and were 
out of the crowd and carried away 
jn the rolling chairs of the Red Cross So- 
ety. The eet stand became a tempo- 
Fairy hospita 


,and harbored within its rail- 
pg many men and womeh who would have 
succumbed to the terrible ordeal if they 
= not been dragged out of the crowd by 

6 newspaper men. 

The Fifteenth Regiment, United States 
Army, and the Columbian guards had 
been stationed in a cordon about the stand 
to keep thecrowd back and leayea passage- 
Way. e soldiers and gnards were power- 
less to resist the onrush of the mass of peo- 
ple which surged around the corner of 
the great buil and pushed forward to 
get a glimpse of those on the platform. The 
people near the stand begged to be allowed 
to go into the passageway out of the way 
of the throng behind. This-small alley was 
soon as crowded as any place on the 
grounds, and in the last few minutes of the 
exercises men and women were dragged 
by the arms upon the platform to save 
them from being crushed. It was fortunate 
that the programme was short, or many 
fatalities would have resulted. 

If the terror of the crowd, could be for- 
gotten for a moment, the scene in front 
of the Administration Building when 
the President stopped forward and 
took his seat near the table on which 
the key rested was sublime, There is 
no moré beautital view in Jackson Park, 
in which every vista is entrancing, 
than that irom the ition the Presi- 
dent took to-day.

The 
aight would have inspired a poet with 
thoughts of immortality. Only a few of 
that vast throng heard the Chaplain’s 
words. His voice was weak, but his prayer 
was cloguent. 

Mises Jessie Couthoni then declaimed W. 
O. Uroffut’s ode, “The Prophecy.” Miss 
Coutboui was dressed like a Spanish girl, 
in a black satin gown, with a black lace 
mantilla on her head. Her voice was not 
strong enough to be heard twenty feet 
away, and the ode can only be judged by 
reading it. 

Following the ode the orchestra played 
Wagner's grand overture from“ Rienzi.” 
At its conclusion Director General Davis 
delivered a very short address. He wisely 
refrained from attempting to make the 
concourse of people in front of the stand 
hear him, and tarned his face toward those 
seated on the platform, He paid a fit- 
ting tribute to the chiefs of departments 
who have so ably seconded him in his efforts 
to make this the greatest exposition the 
world has ever seen. Hiss contained 
figures showing the cost of the exposition 
up to the time of its a, ; 
ot only were Director General Davis 
Miss Coutboui, and the orchestra cheered 
nt the end of their several performances, 
fyut the Chaplain, Mr. burn, came in 
for a round of applause. This was due to 
the misconception of those who were be- 
yond the reach of his voice and who 
thought that he was making a speech. 
These three had labored under the disad- 
vantage of the increasing tumult of the 
people, who were pushing aud crowding 
about the stage in the vain endeavor to get 
within sight and hearing of the President. 
When he walked forward to the edge of 
the platform a hoarse roar rose some the 
crowd. 1t tarned to cheers. and hats, 
sanes, umbrellas, handkerchiefs, and small 
djiags were waved in the air. 

‘The President began his speech before 
the cries sabsided, and Mr. Higginbotnam 
und Director General Davis were obliged 
to waive their hands for silence. Their ef- 
forts were unsuccessful for a while, but in 
a few minutes a strange thing happened— 
atrange because people were stifling for air, 
sruggling to get away from the embrace of 
that mass of humanity which enslaved 
them almost beyond their power of endur- 
ance. A great calm came over the multi- 
tude; the shouts died away; people ceased 
10 struggle; the writhing mass stood still, 
and quiet prevailed. Over the great assem- 
bly relied a sonorous voice, never heard toso 

creat advantage, never having given prom- 
ise of so much power. It isdoubtful if an 
man in the history of this country ever ad- 
dressed 60 great a eotbering. The sight of 

600,000 people stretching forward to catch 

even the faintest sound of his voice must 
-have stirred the President’s heart to its 
deepest depths.

lorious emblem threw its folds wide to the 
reeze, and cheer rose on cheer from 600,000 
throats, The roar of this mighty host was 
instantly broken by the sound cf a thou- 
sand steam whistles, and away out on the 
lake the booming of guns was heard as the 
Michigan fired a national salute. From 
every flagstaff along the upper edges of tho 
buildings, and on the towersand pinnacles, 
2,000 flags and banners and a 
were unfurled, In the lagoons the steam 
launches blew their whistles, and a cloud 
of white vapor rose to the sky. 
The white canvas curtain fell from the 
face of French's statue of the Republic, 
and its gilded outlines were first seen in 
their regal splendor. On either side of 
MacMonnie’s fountain an electric foun- 
tain shot spraying streams toward 
the heavens. ‘The white city decked 
itself for a festival. The shouting atoms 
of humanity watched the _ beautiful 
spectacle as it was unrolled by unseen 
han These little beings, which 
seemed to be crawling like ants about 
the palatial structures, were awed by 
the marvels which other atoms had created 
for their pleasure. It seemed as if it was 
impossible that the wonderful fabrication 
unfolded before their eyes was thecreation 
of the human mind and the work of human 
craftsmen. The cheering ceased. Awe- 
struck by the sublimity of the sight, the 
people stood silent. It was a recognition 
rs e divinity of genius and the dignity of 
abor. 

Then a man moved and another and an- 
other. The sea of people resolved itself 
into individuals. Columbia, the gem of 
the oceap, moved on. A new era had 
dawned, an era in which the principles 
which have had their most flourishing 
growth in the fertile soil of America, 
would be borne to the farthest quarter of 
the globe by the representatives of the na- 
tions here assembled. And as the people 
turned away the strains of the orchestra 
rolled over the park carrying the song 
dear to ever American heart, “My 
Country ’Tis of Thee.” 





OPENING THE EXERCISES. 


Impressive Prayer by the Blind Chaplain 
of the Senate. 


CHICAGO, May 1.—Thie was the order in which 
the guests weré seated on the Presidential plat- 
form: In the oéntre, President Cleveland; to bis 
right, Vice President Stevenson, Secretary of 
State Gresham, Secretary of the Treasury Car- 
lisle, Secretary of the Navy Herbert, Secretary 
of the Interior Smith, Secretary of Agriculture 
Morton, the Duke of Veragua, the Duchess of 
Veragua, Marquis de Barboles, Christobal Colon 
of Aguilera, and Pedro Colon y Bartenado; to 
his left, Ambassador Thomas Bayard, Lambert 
Tree, Major Gen. Miles, Admiral Gherardi, Gov. 
Altgeld, Mayor Harrison, Director General 
Davis, Director of Works Burnham, President 
Palmer, President Higinbotham, Lyman J. 
Gage, William T. Baker, Vice President Waller 
of the commission, Vice President Peck of the 
Directery, and Mra. Potter Palmer, President of 
the Board of Lady Managers. 

Elbowing the ducal party on the right were 
the members of the Board of Directors and the 
chiefs of the departments, and beyond these 
again the representatives of State boards and 
the auxiliary comgresses, On the left were the 
Governors of the States and members of the 
United States Senate and House of Representa- 
tives; beyond these again the National Commie- 
sioners and the Board of Lady Managers. The 
Chicago Aldermen occupied the space that 
would have been reserved for the Justices of 
the Supreme Court had the members of that 
august tribunal found it convenient to dignify 
the oecasion by their presence, while back of 
all was a motley assemblage of County Commis- 
sioners, members of Educational and Park 
Boards, and finally, as a fringe to all, the Senate 
and Assembly of the State of Illinois. 

In the space assigned to celebrities from for- 
eign countries a remarkable group attracted 
general attention. One was a medium-sized 
man with swarthy complexion, piercing black 
eyes, and high cheek bones. This wae a genuine 
East India Rajah—Dado su Ama, who occupies 
the distinguished position of Secretary of State 
for the Sultan of Johore, on the Malay Penin- 
sula. Near by, clad in lomg black robes, their 
heads surmounted by curiousiy-shaped black 
hats, were Yo Chayum, Joung Kiung Won, and 
Yi Shing Su, the Royal Commissioners from 
Corea. Talking earnestly with one of these was 
Ceasar Condra, Envoy Extraordinary and Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary of the republic of Paraguay, 
and towering over the slight form of the latter 
his Excellency Prince de Glonkhovskoy, Cham- 
berlain to his Majesty the Czar and General 
a Commissioner of Russia. Baron Fava, 
Italian Minister Plenipotentiary, sat oa little 
distance away with the Marquis di Rudini. 
Representing the Dominion of Canada was a 
notable group, comprising the Acting Premier, 
MacKenzie Lowell; Minister of Public Works 
Quinet, and Minister of Agriculture A. Kk. 
Angeans. 

In the centre of the group of Lady Managers 
were the Princess Maria Schach Oskay, maid of 
honor at the Court of the Czar, and Mme. Somet 
fbepkin, also a representative of the Russian 
Court and of the imperial institutions of the 
Empress Marie. Conspicuous also in the fore- 
front of the throng below the platform were 
such distinguished foreigners as the Duchess of 
Buckingham, the Earl and Countess of Craven, 
and the Counts Bela, sichy, and Honckhein. 
Between the platform and the audience before 
it every nation and every tongue seemed to be 
represented, to the honor anc glory of the Co- 
lumbian Exposition. 

It had been intended to preface the speech- 
making with a grand chorus of 1,000 voices, 
but owing to an oversight in drawing the plans 
of the platform, this feature was eliminated, 
and in its place wae rendered a Columbian 
march composed for the occasion by Prof, John 
K. Paine. Theodore Thomas wielded the baton 
and 600 instruments responded to the wand of 
authority. Yhe dull rear of the voices of the 
multitude was stilled as the music burst upon 
the air. Not a tenth of those in view of the 
platform eould have determined what portion 
of the exercises was in progress without the aid 
of opera glasses, but these st a distance main- 
tained as quiet and dignified a demeanor as the 
ocoupante of the grand 6 . 

As the music died away, the blind Chaplain of 
the United States Senate, the Rev. Dr. W. H. 
Milburn, was led forward to the front of the

Cricaco, May 1.—Many of those about him 
joined in the “Amen” with which Dr. Milburn 
concluded his invocation.

This is not the time 
ner the place, neither will it be expected of me, to 

ive a comprehensive résumé of the strenuous 
efforts which have been put forth to complete the 
work to which we invite your inspection to-day. 
may be permiited, however, to say a word in praise 
of and in gratitude to my oo-ollicers and official staff 
who form the great organization which made this 
oonsummation possible. 

‘This exposition is not the conception of any single 
mind; it ie not the result of avy single effort, but it 
in the grandest conception of all the minds and the 
best obtainable result of all the efforts put forth by 
all the people who have in any manner contributed 
to its consideration. 

“The great commanding agencies throngh which 
the Government has authorized this work to proceed, 
the National Commission, consisting of 108 men and 
their alternates— selected trom the several States and 
Territories—presided over by the Hon. Thomas W. 
Palmer of Michigan; the corporation of the State

THE PRESIDENT PRESSES THE BUTTON. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Speech on Declaring the 


Big Fair Opened. 


Cu1caco, May 1.—As President Cloveland 
slowly arose from his seatat the conclusion of 
Mr. Davis’s address and swept his eyes first 
over the occupants of the piatform and then 
over one of the greatest audiences that ever 
man faced, there went up a cheer that seemed 
to shake the massive dome of tho building be- 
hind him, and which reverberate’ through tle 
grounds like the rattling of musketry. Foreign- 
ers and natives alike joined in the acclaim to 
the highest representative of the sovereigu 
people of the Republic. 

There was a flutter of white handkerchiofs 
from the ladies’ side of the platform, and in- 
stantly it was taken up by the thousands of the 
sex that occupied the gondolas and launches on 
the water far in the distance. The mere the 
handkerchicefs were waved, the louder were the 
cheers, and eo for aspaceof several minutes 
the men vied with the women in maintaining 
the demonstration. All the while Mr. Cleveland 
stood erect, his left hand behind him, hie right 
nervously fingering the button of his frook coat. 


At last, when throate and arms alike were 
weary and a semblance of quiet had once more 
come over the throng, he began his address. 
This is what he said: 

“Iam here to joim my fellow-citizens in the con- 
ratulations which befit this occasion. Surrounded 
y the stupendous resulta of American enterprise 

and activity, and in view of the magnificent evi- 
deneoes of Amerioan skill and intelligence, we need 
not fear that these congratulations will be oxange r 
ated. We siand to-day in the presence of the oldest 
nations of the world and point to the great achicve- 
mente we here exhibit, asking no allowance on the 
score of youth. 

“The enthusiasm with which we contemplate our 
work intensities the warmth of the greeting we ex- 
tend to these who have come from foreign lands to 
illustrate with us the owth and Bre ress of ha. 
man endeavor in the direction of a higher civiliza 


tion. 

* We who believe that popular education and the 
stimulation of the beet impulses of our citizens lead 
the way to @ realization of the national destiny 
which our fair promises, gladly welcome the oppor- 
tunity here offered ua to see the results accom 
plished by efforts which have beon exerted longer 
than ours in the field of man’s improvements, while 
in appreciative return we exhibit the unparalleled 
advancement and wonderful accomplishments of 
a young nation, snd present the triumphs of 
@ vigorous, self-reliant, and independent people. 
We bave not only built these splendid edifices, but 
we havo also built the magnificent fabric of a popa- 
lar Government, whose grand proportions aro seen 
throughout the world. We have made and here 
gathered together objects of use and beauty, the 
product of American skill and invention. We have 
also made men who rule themselves. 

“Tt is an exalted mission in which we and our 
guests from other lands are engaged, as we co- 
operate in the inauguration of an enterprise devoted 
i human enlightenment, and in the undertaking we 
ere enter upon we exemplify in the noblest sense 
the brotherhood of nations, 

“Let ue hold fast to the meaning that underlies 
this ceremony, and let us not lose the impressiveness 
ofthis moment. As by a touch the machinery that 
gives life to this vast exposition 1s now setin mo- 
tion, so at the same instant let our hopes and aspira- 
tions awaken forces which in all time to come éhall 
intiuence the welfare, the integrity, the freedom of 
mankind.” 

As the Presidont was concluding the final 
sentence his eyes wandered to the table that 
was close at his left hand. Upon this was the 
button, the pressure upon which was to start 
the machinery, and make ths opening ef the 
pod eer an accomplished fact It was an 
ordinary form of Victor telegraph key, each as 
is in use in most telegraph offices, except that 
that it was of gold instead of steel, and had a 
button of ivory instead of rubber. If rested 
upon a pedestal upholstered in navy blue and 
golden yellow piush, and on the sides of the 
lower tier in silver letters were the dates 1livz 
and 1893. 

As the last words fell from the President's 
lips he pressed his tinger upon the button and 
the fair wae opened. 


THE WOMAN'S BUILDING DEDICATED. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer and the Countess of 


Aberdeen on Woman's Restrictions. 


CuicaGo, May 1.—The most satisfactory feat- 
ure of the day’s proceedings from a feminine 
standpoint was the formal dedioation of the 
Woman's Buliding. Women who stood in the 
great throng at the Administration Building, 
indifferent to the eloquence of the Chief Magis- 
trate, breathlessly fought their way through 
the maases to reach their own Mecca Women 
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building, endeavoring to adjust their tern 
dresses and crushed bonnets while waiting for 
the ceremonies to begin. 

When the hands of the clock began to point to 
2:45 they began to grow impatient, but con- 
tented themselves with woman’s usual solace— 
gossiping. Shortly after this the Ceremonies 
Committee began to gather on the platform, 


aud soon from behind the curtain of paims and 
flowers strains of music srose. The grand 
march, by Jean Ingeborg von Bronsart, Wel- 
mar, was followed by prayer by Misa Ida Hul- 
lin. Miss Frances Ellicott of London, England, 
favored the assembled women with a dramatic 
overture, after which Mrs. Potter Palmer arose 
en an address. Mrs. Palmer said in 
part: 


The moment of fruition has arrived. Hopes which 
for more than two years have gradually been gain- 
ing strength and definiteness have now become 
realities. To-day the exposition opens its gates. On 
this occasion of the formal opening of the Woman’s 
Building the Board of Lad anagers is singularly 
fortunate in having the honor to welcome dis- 
tinguished official representatives of many of the 
&ble ‘foreign committees and of the State boards, 
which have eo eftectively co-operated with it in ac- 
complishing the results now disclosed to the world. 
Experience has brought many surprises, not the least 
of which is an impressive realization of the unity of 
human interests, notwithstanding differences of 
race, Government, language, temperament, and ex- 
ternal conditions. The people of all civilized lands 
are studying the same problems. Each success and 
each failure in testing and developing new theories 
is valuable to the whole world—students, political 
economists, humanitarians, employers, and em- 
ployed, 

Ofall existing forms of injustice there is none 80 
cruel and inecousistent as is the position in which 
women are placed with regard to self-maintezance; 
the calm ignoring of their rights and responsibilities 
which has gone on for centuries. If the economic 
conditions are hard for men to meet, subjected as 
they are to the constant weeding out of the less ex- 
pert and steady hands, (who are thereby plunged 
intoan abyss of miséry,) it is evident that women, 
thrown upon their own resources, have a frightful 
struggle to endure, especially as they have always to 
contend against a public sentiment which dis 
countepances their seeking industrial employment 
as @ means of livelihood, 

The theory which exists =r | conservative peo- 
ple that tho sphere of woman is her home; that it is 
infeminine, 6Ven monstrous, for her to wish to take 
a place beside, or to compete with, men in the vari- 
ous Iucrative industries, tells heavily against her, 
for manufacturers and producers take advantage of 
it te disparage her work and obtain her services 
for ® nominal price, thus profiting largely 
by the necesgities and helplessness of their 
viotims. That so many should cling tw 
respectable occupations, while starving in 
following them, and sheuld refuse to yield to dis. 
couragementand despair, shows a high quality of 
steadiastness and principle. These are the real 
heroines of life, whose handiwork we are proud to 
instaliin the exposition, because it §has been pro. 
daced In factories, workshops, and studivs under the 
most adverse conditions aud with the most sublime 
patience and endurance. 

The absence ofa just and gencral appreciation of 
the truth concernittg the pesition and status of we- 
men has caused us to call special attention to it and 
to wake a: of attempting to create, by means of 
the exposition, a well-defined public sentiment in re- 
gard to their rights and duties, We hope the statis- 
tics which the Board of Lady Managers has been so 
earnestly attempting to secure may give a correct 
ilea of the number of women, not only of those witn- 
out natural protectors or those thrown suddenly 
upon their own resources, buf the number of wives 
ot mechanics, laborers, artists, artisans, and work. 
men ot.every degree, who are forced to work shoul. 
der to shoulder with their husbands in order to 
maintain the family, without noting the number 
oor to support their husbands in idleness and 
vice. 

Realizing thet woman can never hope to reseive 
the proper recompense for her services until her 
usefulness and success are not only demonstrated, 
but fully understood and acknowlédged, we have 
taken advantage of the opportunity presented by 
the exposition to bring together such evidences of 
her skill in the various industries, arts, and profes- 
sions a8 May Couvinee the werld that ability & not 
a matter of sex. Urged by necessity, she has demon. 
strated that her powers are the same as her broth. 
er’s, and that like envouragoment and fostering care 
may develop her to an equal poiatof usefulness. 

The board does not wish te be anderstood as plac- 
ing au extravayant or sentimental value upon the 
work of any woman because of hersex. It willingly 
acknowledges that the industries, arts, and com- 
inerce of the world have been for centuries in the 
hands of men, who have carefully trained themseives 
for the responsibilities devolving upon them, 
and who have consequently, without question, con- 
tridDuted vastly more than women to the valuabie 
thought, researeh, invention, science, art. aud litera- 
ture which have become the rich heritage of the 
human race, Notwithstanding their disadvantages, 
however, a few gifted women have made their value 
feltand have rendered exceptional service to the 
cause of humapity. 

When our invitation, askin 
sent to foreign lands, the Commissioners already ap- 
pointed generally smiled doubtfully and explained 
that their women were doing nothing, that they 
would not feel inclined to help ua and jin many cascs 
slated that it was not the custom of their country 
for women to take par§ in any pnblic effort, 
that they only attended to social duties, 
drove in the parka, &o. Bus as goon 
as these ladies received our message sent 
in a brief and formal letter, the freemasonry among 
women proved to be suoh that they needed no ex. 
planation; they understodd at once the possibilities. 
Strong committees were humediately formed of wo- 
men having large hearts and brains, women who 
cannot selfishly enjoy the ease of their own lives 
without giving a thought to their helpless and 
wretched sisters, 

Our unbonnded thanks are due to the exalted and 
influential persons who became,in their respective 
countries, patronesses and leaders of the movement 
inaugurated by us to represent what women are do- 
ing. They entered with Sppreciates into our work 
for the exposition, because they saw an opportunity 
which they gratefully and delicately voted behind 
the magnificent laces forming the central 
objects im their ,auperb collections, to 
their women by opening new markets for their 
wares. This was vhe é¢arnest purpose of their 
Majestios the Empress of Russia and Queen of Italy, 
both so noted for the progréssive spirit they have 
displayed in promoting the welfare of the women 
under their kindly rule. They have sont large col- 
lections of the work of peasant women through or- 
ganizations which exist under their patronage for 
selling their handiwork. 

The committee of Belgian ladies Was kind evough 
to take special pains to comply with our reqnest for 
statistics concerning the indastries and condition of 
women, notwithstanding the fact that the collecting 
of statistics is not in Europe so popular as with us. 
it has sent complete reports, vory attractively pre- 
gavel in the form of monographs and oharts, giving 
etails which have been secured only by great per- 
sonal, effort. These figures have never before been 
obtained in that oountry, and the committee itself te 
aurprised at the great amount of novel information 
it has suoceeded In seooeey ae: 
Her Majesty the Queen of England has kind 
sent an exhibit of the work of her owa hands, wit 
the message that, while she usnelly feels no interest 
in expositions, she gives this special token of 
sympath with the work of the Board of 
Lady anagers because of its efforts for 
women. That the LKxglish Committee has in- 
eladed in its exhibit and in its catalogue a 
plea for the higher education of women is in itself a 
significant fact.

IN MANUFACTDRERS’ HALL. 


Pleasant Surprises that Greeted the Presi- 
dent on His Visit. 


CHICAGO, May 1.—If Mr. Cleveland and the 
ducal party, Cabinet members, and others who 
accompanied him had expressed a desire to see 
the most typical and brilliant partof the fair, 
they would have been taken to the Manufact- 
urers’ Building. They were, however, taken 
there without an expression of such desire, the 
action being a natural impulse by Mr, Cleve- 
land’s guide, Director General Davis. 

Though there was nothing like the erowa in- 
side the great structure that stood or sat ou 
boxes, ledges, and whatever was available out- 
side of it, the seenes when the Presidential and 
ducal party passed down the centre isle of 
Manufacturers’ Hall was by all odds the pretti- 
est pieture of the inaugural ceremonies. In the 
centre of the great aisle bisecting the struct- 
ure is the tower erected by the Exposition 
Company, which contains the self-winding 
clock. Here, half an hour before 2 o’clock, the 


time set for the President’s reception of the for- 
eign representatives, the Commissioners from 
the various foreign countries assem dled, finding 
a@ shelter and standing room under the arches 
of the tower. Lines of militia held back the 
crowd, which numbered probably 5,000 people, 
in ranks of three deep, who were admitted on 
passes, 

The scene as presented from the low roof of 
Tiffany's pavilion, which faces the tower, when 
Mr. Cleveland, leaning on the arms of Director 
General Davis and President Palmer, appeared, 
walking slowly, hatin hand, constituted a pict- 
ure which was the gem of the visit to Manufact- 
urers’ Hall. The Corean Embassy, numbering 
twelve immobile-faced Mandarins, in their 
‘queer hats and unique dress, stood on the right 
of the President. Neo sooner did Mr. Cleveland 
appear than three of their number, 
Grawing extraordinary-looking instruments 
from the ample folds of their skirts, 
began an enthusiastic, but remarkably 
discordant, serenade, which combined all the 
characteristics of Chinese tom-toms and small 
boys piaying on combs with tissue paper. It 
Was an etfort so comical as to be ridiculous, and 
the remafkable sounds were continued whils 
the President shook each of the Commissioners 
by hand and until he was out of the building, 
the Coreans falling into line and following in 
the wake of the party accompanying the Presi- 
dential party, which inoluded all those who had 
surrounded him on the stage at the opening 
cerewonies. , 

Passing each knot of foreign Commissioners, 
with each member of whom he sbook hands, 
Mr. Cleveland in a few steps reached the Ger 
man State exhibit, where a truly inspiring 
scene transpired. The great ornamen iron 
gates made for the Kaiser's palace and loaned 
by him opened as if by magic; the President 
saw before him the highly-colored eastlea of 
Germany, in the courtyard of which stood the 
German Commissioners uncovered and flanked 
by the two celebrated Imperial bands in brill- 
iant uniforms, one of white and the other of 
red, which as the Presidgnt appeared struck up 
in grand volume and unison “ Coluthbia, tne 
Gem of the Ocean,” 

Never probably was thia familiar musio bet- 
ter played than by the sixty musicians fresh 
from the Kaiser's palace, leasure and sur- 
ben were clearly de ioted on Mr. Cloveland’s 
ace, and as he was intreduced to and shook 
hands with the German Commissioners the two 
great bands played “‘America” with less pre- 
cision and volume. 

Mr. Cleveland’s visits to each of the other for- 
eign exhibits were charatterized by pretty bits 
of oolor and ineidenut, notably his eall on the’ 
Japanese section, but neither in Manufactures 
Building nor during the succeeding two ey 
and a half when he was switched over the la 
goons inaawift electric taunch and visited the 
foroign buildings and that of the Fine Arta was 
there any scene as inspiring as that of his visit 
to Manufactures Hali and his reception at the 
clock tower, 

The police arrangements, it muy be trutbTully 
said, were as execrabie in the Manufectures 
Building as they were everywhere elee durin 
the day. The militia was as incapablé of hold- 
ing back the crowds inside.as were the guards 
outeide. The people orewded in on, the Chief 
Executive, and he was gently tessed hither and 
thither by the swaying moh, That he was not 
handled more roughly was due to the herole ef- 
forts of his companions, who received the un- 
dulating shocks and broke their force. Those 
who saw the reception from an elevation and 
were, therefore, in a better position to judge 
than those on the floor, saie it was disgracefa 
Aiteremerging from such a jam it is no 
wonder that when Presidont Cleveland finally 
left the Administration Building to take his 
train he had divested himself of all the roses 
and other flawera which women had thrust into 
his unwilling hands all along the route,

“A STUPENDOUS THING.” 


That Was the Verdict of President Cleve- 
land on the Fair. 


Onicaco, May 1.—Mr. Cleveland did not visit 
the New-York State Building either to-day or 
en Saturday, when he made bis first trip to the 
World's Fair Grounds. But, throngh a stop- 
page in the procession of carriages bearing the 
Presidential party on its way to the Fine Arts 
Building, he had a good view of its exterior, 
and spent five minutes divided between a talk 
with Chief Executive Officer Donald McNaugh- 
ton and a close inspection of its facades, broad 
approach, and general architectural detail. 

Sunday night Mr. McNaughton, Commissioner 
Gordon W. Allen, and James Wood, Director of 
the New-York State display of agriculture in 
the Agricultural Building, called on Mr. Cleve- 
land at the Lexington, and stated that it would 
pot be right for him to leave Chicago without 
visiting the building of his native State. They 
teld him he would see in it a structure of which 
his State would be proud, and that the New-York 
men and ladies’ managers would sfeel ita high 
honorif he would pay ita visit. "Mr. Cleveland 
* gaid that it would give him great pleasure if it 
‘were possible to arrange the visit without there 
being acrowd to hem himinon allsides, and that 
would not be possible, as the mere announce- 
ment that he would be there would fill the 
house from roof to basement, and it would not 
be proper to close the doors on the people. 

After that statement the New-York delegation 
were satisfied that Mr. Cleveland would not 
honor the building with his presence, but in 
ease lhe should have time to drop in, 
since it was his nature to do informal 
and unexpected things, the building was 
put in readiness for him. Two dozen 
of the prettiest bay trees the State could 
produce and a variety of palms lined the balus- 
trades of the stairway, and were disposed 
artistically about the main floor, which is still 
eceupied by seaffolding in spote.

“Mr. President, you are directiy in front ef 
the New-York Suilding, and, as you do not 
leave until 5:30 o’elook, you have time to alight 
andeomein.

The President smiled gs he replied: “Itis now 
3:30 o’clook, Mr. McNaughbten, and I have four- 
fifths of the grounds yet to sec. I expect te 
some to Chicago again later in the season, when 
I hope to be able to see something. When I 
have got through here I will have seen every- 
thing, and nothing thoroughly. I promise you 
that the pleasure of inspecting New-York’s 
pbuilding is merely put off, and that I will see it 
on my return.” 

The driver of the Presidential carriage start- 
24 his horses, but Mr. Cleveland still had hold 
pf Mr. McNaughten’s hand, seeing which Presi- 
— ginbotham ordered the driver to stop. 

.MoN aughbten again — hisrequest, but met 
with the same positive but courteous declination, 
pnd he fell back to make way fora man who 
rushed up and seized Mr, Cleveland’s hand just 
released irom the grasp of Mr. McoNaughten.

INVADED BY CHINESE AOTORS. 


Chicago Will Have a Monster Show if the’ 
Celestials Are Not Lying. 


TacoMA, Washington, May 1.—A majority of 
the customs officers of the Puget Sound Dis- 
trict spent yesterday afternoon aboard the 
steamship Victoria examining 364 Chinese who 
arrived Friday, and 215 of whom claim to be 
actors bound for the World’s Fair. 

Collector Wasson was assisted by a dozen 
deputies, inspectors, and interpreters, and the 
Victoria’s cabin resembled a courtroom, with 
the Chinamen, one at a time, entering the pris- 
oner’s box. When the examination stopped, at 
6 P. M, forty-one Celestials had been tried, 
twenty-seven of whom were released. The lat- 
ter left promptiy for Now-York, Chicago, and 
Boston. The fourteen others were ordered de- 
ported. At this rate it will take several days 
to examine all. 

Collector Wasson is in a quandary as to what 
to do about the 200 bistrionic artists who claim 
a right to enter under a concession given by the 
Gevernment to the Chinese Theatrical Com- 
pany to b over a company of actors fer the 
Columbian Exposition. When the steamship 
Mogul arrived two weeks ago thirty-two alieged 
actors were admitted. They caused commotion 
in Chicago, where, owing to false reports, it 
was feared that they were going to have small- 
pox. Now Mr. Wasson is apprehensive that if 
this big lotis admitted the next steamer will 
have a8 Many more ‘‘actors,”’ and that the pro- 
gramme will be continued while the World’s 
Fair lasts. The actors know very little English, 
aud nearly every one of them claims to bea 
‘female impersonator.” If all of them are ad- 
mitted, Chicago can boastfof the largest theat- 
rical stock company ever got together. 


THE BRAZIL INSURREOTION. 





‘Minister Mendonca Doubts that a Great 


Battle Has Taken Place. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Mr. Mendobga, the 
Brazilian Minister, does not regard very seri- 
ously the report published to-day in New-York 
in a dispatch from Chile that ‘“‘the bloodiest 
battle which has been fought since the revolu- 
tion began in Rio Grande Do Sul” has taken 
piace near San Luis. 

Some of the details of the dispatch are of a 
character to justify the entertainment of doubt 
about all the alleged statements of fact. The 
place near which the battle is reported to have 
taken place is not one at which it would be at 
all probable that the forces of the Federal 


Government and the revolutionists wonld 
concentrate; yet, judging from _ the re- 
port that 800 men were killed, if the 
the casualties were not extraordinary, it 
might be assumed that there were 40,000 
men engaged. Up to the latest advices from 
Rio Grande Do Sul, there were at the nest 
——- of the revolutionists only 6,000 or 8,000 
rebels under arms, and there were, according to 
Brazilian reports, 2,600 of the troopsof the 
Btate, supported by 4,000 troops sent from Kio 
De Janeiro, to oppose them. Another atate- 
ment in the report is that the revolutionists are 
soon to abandon the siege of Uruguayans. This 
has been the ohief point of attaok, as it is the 
chief tewn on the border, and, if the insurgents 
are unable to take that, their impotency in the 
State is plain. 

From “a trustworthy source,” it is learned by 
the same correspondent in Chile, that Admiral 
Vandenkolk, commanding four gunboats sent 
down from Rio de Janeiro, is in constant com- 
munication with Silveria Martins, the leader of 
the revolution. That would be an alarming re- 
port, if it were possible, but it is not. 
Vandeskolk is not an Admiral of the 
Brazilian Navy, but a retired officer, and is 
without a command. Together with several 
other naval officers, he gave offense te the Gov- 
ernment at Rio, and more than a yeur ago, 
about April 10, 1892, he and others were re- 
tired. If he is in communication with the 
revolutionistse of Rio Grande Do S8nl, it is not 
from a vessel of the Brazilian fleet. 

Minister Mendonca says that the only naval 
ofticer in command of the Uruguay River is a 
Commodore of great ability, in whom the Gov- 
ernment has all corfidence. He has a small 
flotilla of gunboats, and they have been so 
watohfuland have so thoroughly patrolled the 
river as to prevent the introductien into the 
Grande Do l, from Uruguay, of arms and 
ammunition sent to the revolutionists from 
Buenos Ayres. It is Mr. Mendonca’s belief 
that if a battle so serious as repor had taken 
place he would have been informed of it from 
Rio, as the Gevernoment would certainly hear of 
it as soon as anybody in Buenos Ayres or 
Montevideo. 


UNOONSOIOUS EIGHTEEN DAYS, 


»&-Oase in the Orange Hospital that Puz- 
zles the Doctors. 





ORANGE, May 1.—One of the most remarkable 
oases which has ever been known to New-Jersey 
pathologists is that of Miss Mary MoCann,the 

young woman who fell from a South Orange 
horse car on April 13, and has since lain on a 
bed in the Orange Memorial Hospital in a state 
of coma and without once regaining conscious- 
nees. 

During hereighteen days of unconsciousness 
the young woman has been under the constant 
surveillance and treatment of two physicians, 

and has been examined by a number of special- 
ists, but nothing can be done to bring her out of 
the comatose condition. 

Miss McCann was employed in a household in 
Newarkas a housemaid. On April 16 she,started 
to visit the orphan home in South Orange with 
a bundle of presente. While on the way up the 
road toward that village all the passengers lett 
the car except her. The driver was behind 
time, and lashed his horses intoarun. The girl 
became frightened, and the driver and con- 
duoter laughed at her, and urged the horses to 
go even faster. 

Finally her fright evercame her reason, and 
she rushed to the rear platform and jumped off. 
In falling ber head struck the hard roadway 
ahd she was picked up senseless, Since that 
time ashe has not moved or spoken. 

The wost detailed examinations have failed 
to find any fracture or coneussion, and the 
physicians believe that a clot of blood has 
Tormed on the brain, causing partial paralysis 
of the brain. The patient is now growing 
weaker, and unless she revives soon the skull 
will be trepanned and an attempt made to re- 
move the clot. 

As she lies in the hospital cot she looks as 
though she was awake and about to speak. Her 
oes and color are natural, and the features are 
lifelike. The pulse is good.

BICYCLE COURIERS DELAYED. 





The Storm Makes the Wheeling Heavy for 
the Relay Racers to Chicago. 


Hard luok has again attended the bicyclists who 
are taking part in the relay race from Eoston to 
Chicage. The first bigrace of the kind was from 
Chicago to this olty, and the mostof the run was 
in pelting rain and over very heavy roads, making 
the trips of the night men perilous. Feeling thata 
dispatch could be started from Boston at 5 P. M. on 
Sunday night and handed te Gov. Altgeld of Lll- 
inois on Thursday morning, the wheelmen had en- 
tered into the present race against time with en- 
thusiasm. In New-Kngland time was gained for the 


firat 100 miles, but the rain later in the night made 
the wheeling heavy, and when the couriers arrived 
in this city it had all been lost. 

From Albany to Buffalo will be the third divis- 
ion, and from there to Cleveland the fourth, while 
the fitth division will constitute the ran to Chicago 
from Vleveland. The finish is expected to be one of 
the most exciting races ever held. Van sicklen, the 
noted Western rider, will have the honor of making 
the final break. 

Every rider who participates in the race will be 
presented with a bronze souvenir medal, and, in ad- 
dition, special gold medals will be presented to the 
couriers in the different divisions who do the most 
meritorious riding. In awarding, all these things 
will be taken into consideration: The time made, the 
oundition of the roads, and the length of the relay. 

Owing wo the condition of the roads, caused by the 
rains, achauge has been made in the relays from 
Utica to Syracuse and from Syracuse to Hochester. 
Instead of going via Rome from Utioa, the straight 
course through Kirkland, Oneida, and Castile will 
be taken, thus saving several miles. Between Syra- 
couse and Roohester the changes are: Syracuse to 
Bennett's Corners, 11 miles; Bennett’s Corners to 
Weedsport, 104g miles; Weedsport to Savannah, 12 
miles; Savannah to Lyons, 12 miles; Lyons to New- 
ark, 6 miles; Newark to Palmyra, 8 miles; Palmyra 
to West Macedon, 8 miles; West Macedon to Pitts- 
ford, & miles; Pittsford to Rochester, 7 miles. 

This arrangement will make the relays much short- 
er than the original ones. 

When Meriden, Conn., was reached at 2:20 a. M. 
yesterday the riders were 1 hour and 40 minutes 
ahead of time. Owing to the gain in time OC. FB. 
Lane and J. Cottrell were not reileved at North 
Haven, and continued the journey to New-Haven.

PROSPECTS OF THE CRICKETERS. 


How the Teams of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict League Are Made Up. 


Cricket has had a very limited following in New- 
York, but recently it has been gradually coming 
more and more into popularity, until the present sea 
802 promises to be a lively one. 

The formation, three years ago, of the Metropol. 
itan District Cricket League has done a great deal 
for the game, and the many who tormérly failed to 
see the advantage that would accrue from the asso- 
Clation are now its stanchest champions. The 
league was organwed in 1890, Jerome Flannery, 
then Secretary of the Cosmopolitan Cricket *Club, 
and J. G. Davis, Secretary of the Manhattans, being 
the prime movers in the project. The league then 
consisted of only six clubs, with the Staten Island 
Cricket Clab and other prominent clubs left out; 
these have since joined, and the organization to- 
day comprises fifteen olubs, every important team 
in this vicinity beinga member. The seven strong- 
est of these fifteen clubs have been selected to battle 
for the championship ot New-York, and the other 
eight are formed into a second section, to the win. 
ners of which a pennant is also offered, 

Notwithstanding the large number of games which 
these clubs will play, it was found advisable to form 

still another section, the large number of members 


w Bich some of the clubs have enabling them to 

yh than one team in the feild. fo meet eae 
mands of these players a second eleven section has 
been formed, none of the players who take partin 
the other games being eligible to play in it 

The seven clubs which will play in the champion. 
ship series of the first section are the Morris 
Park, (iate Berkeley,) New-Jersey Athletic, Staten 
Island, Manhattan, Brooklyn, Paterson, and New- 
ark. hisis the order which their records of last 
year give these teams, but their constitution bas so 
inaterially changed since then that it is the height 
of gnarouantity that they will again finish in 
order. 

The Berkeley Club owe their position last season 
principally to the work of M. R. Cobb; H. E. Jaok- 
son Was certainly a good second, and the other lead- 
ers came in thisorder: J. Flannery, H. L. Walker, 
F. G. Payne, and T. J. O’Heilly. All these men had 
the coveted “doable-figure ” average. 8S. W. Coulby 
and G. Welch were the only other regular members 
of the team who were at all successfai. Of these the 
Morris Park Club retains H. KE. Jackson, J. Flan- 
nery, H. L, Walker, T. J. O’Reiliy, and S. W. Couiby, 
while they lose M. 4. Cobb and F. G. Payne. They 
thus have a large majority of the old men, while the 
additions of new players have been many, and, ina 
teow instances, of talent which promises to be a con- 
siderable gain from a playing point of view. 

The New-Jersey Athletic Club will undoubtedly 
be mach strouger than ee when they finished 
second to the berkeleys. . BR. Cobb, whuv may be 
considered the best all-round cricketer in New- York, 
will play regularly with their team, and F. G. Payne 
May aiso play with them. ‘lhey lose F. W. Stiles 
and one or two other prominent players of last year, 
but their gains more than counterbalance this. They 
havein O. H. Eliis and M. R. Coby the very best 
bowling team in the league, and, while the batting 
strength may be a trifle weak, it is probable that the

The Staten Island Cricket Club bas nad several 


reputations in England. They lose none of their 
menof last year, who formed a remarkably strong 
team, while they are fondly expecting that W. H.

As an all-round 
layer, Mr. Thompson has few equals in this vicin- 
ty, and his inciusion in the regularteam should 
materially advance Staten Island’s chances.

Pool will again captain the team, and H. N. Town- 
send, J. H. Lambkin, 8, H. Barton, F. T. Short, and 
Me N. Saunders are some of those who will act under

The Manhattan Club of Brooklyn is again looking 
fer the pennant.

recover their form and at least maké a sturdy bid for 
the ehampionship. J. Mart, who last year played ir- 
regularly with the team, but always with success, 
has taken up his resideuce in brooklyn and will act 
as Captain of the club.

Hamilton G. King 
bas been elected secretary, and is busily engaged in 
reorganizing the eleven. 

The Brooklyn is another club which aspires to the 
championship, and F.8.

NO INJUNOTION FOR DE LAOY, 


The Superior Court Declines to Help Him 
Break Down the Ives Pool Law. 


Peter De Lacy has been beaten once more. 
Yesterday the General Term of the Superior 
Court denied his application for an injunction 
against “ Al” Adams, which waa instituted for 
the purpose of testing the constitationality of 
the Ives Pool law. Adams is a tenant of De 
Lacy at 43 West Twenty-ninth Street, where he 
conducts a poolroom. De Lacy’s application 
was intended as a biow at the racing associa 
tiens. 

In denying the application for an injunction 
the court refused to go into the matter of the 
constitutionality of the law on the ground that 
the action is not brought in good faith, Among 
other things Judge Friedman, who wrote the 
decision, says: . 

“The record asa whole does not fully and 
fairly present all the facts which the court 
should be put in possession of, and a little read- 
ing between’ the lines suggests a doubs 
whether the controversy between the par 
ties is of such a ~oharacter that a 
court of equity should take cognizance of 
it To be entitled to any relief, the plaintiff 
must satisfy the court that the controversy ia a 
real one, and that hecomesinto court with 
clean hands. All these matters can be more 
satisfactorily ascertained and determined atthe 
trial of the issues where the parties may be 


orally examined and cross-examined. For the 
present it is sufficient to say that in every as- 
ct which can be properly taken the case at 
aris one in which the court will not interfere 
by injunction in advance of the tria).”’ 
De Lacy’s counsel stated yesterday afternoon 
that the case would be taken to the Court of 
Appeals without delay.

A case is to be speedily made up to test 
the constitutionality of the Chinese Ex- 
clusion act, which goes fully into effect on 
the 5th inst. The time for the registra- 
tion of resident Chinese as a protection 
against deportation expires on Thursday, 
and some one who fails to comply with the 
law is to be arrested in this city and taken 
before a Commissioner, who will hold that 
he is liable to be sent out of the country 
‘ander the Geary act. By a writ of habeas 
‘jorpus he will be brought before a Judge 
whe, for the purposes of the test case, is 
expected to hold that the suspension of the 
writ in the case of a foreign subject defy- 
iug our laws is not against the Constitu- 
tion, ahd an appeal will be at once taken 
to the Supreme Court at Washington. 
The court is to sit expressly to hear 
the case, and a speedy decision will be 
reached as to the constitutionality of 
the new exclusion law. If it shonld be 
sustained, all the Chinese who have failed 
té register on the 5th of May and have 
no certificates will be liable to be sent out 
ef the country, but a chance ought to be 
given them to comply with the law after it 
has been decided to be valid. If the regis- 
tration requirement is declared invalid it 
is to be presumed that the provisions ex- 
eluding new-comers will still hold good. 
The General Term of the Superior Court 
seems to have regarded the suit brought by 
one gambler against another to test the 
constitutionality of the Ives pool law as 
collusive, and has practically thrown it 
gut of court by reversing the order grant- 
iug an injunction against the “ commis- 
sion” pool business carried on by the de- 
fendant. Itisevident that the poolroom 
gamblers were trying to make use of the 
courts against the race-track men. If they 
really desire to test the Ives law let them 
bring suit directly against the men who 
sell pools at the race tracks after the sea- 
gon opens. The “commission” business is 
dead anyhow under the operation ofthe new 
Saxton act, and if the discrimination still 
made in favor of poolselling at the tracks 
of regular racing associations on race days 
is not constitutional the fact will have to 
be ascertained by a direct attack upon it 
and not by collusive suits between gam- 
blers in the city.

One of the interesting side shows con 
nected with the recent naval rendezvous 
~yi review hae been the release of homing 


pigeons from several of ovr American 
cruisers. These birds were furnished by 
lofts in various cities, notably Philadel- 
phia, Washington, and Annapolis, and ap- 
pear to have made their journeys with 
success. The use of such messengers in 
military operations dates far back, al- 
though their equipment with such modern 
appliances as microphotographic dis- 
patches on a film of collodion may per- 
haps be traced to the siege of Paris, in 
1870. Nearly all the leading powers of 
Europe now recognize the possible value 
of pigeons, where telegraphic communica- 
tion is interrupted, and accordingly some 
of them have established military lofts, 
where the birds are trained, besides keep- 
ing account of the private cotesjwhose 
resoureés might be called upon. The 
naval uses of homing pigeons are per- 
haps not as well developed, although the 
release of the little dispatch bearers in 
yacht races and from outgoing ocean 
steamers is common enough. One very 
obvious advantage would be that of carry- 
ing back news from an outer line of naval 
defenses—such as picket or torpedo boats— 
that an enemy’s ships were approaching. 
They might also be of use in the coast- 
wise or lake merchant niarine to convey 
news of a wreck or other calamity, and to 
ask for help. 


The troubles of the Navajo Indians with 
the neighboring settlers are probably by 
this time under the control of the four 
troops of cavalry which have gone to the 
scene from Fort Wingate. The value of 
this intervention may be as marked in 
checking movements of armed ranchmen 
and others as in preventing further depre- 
dations and violence by the red men. The 
ill feeling between-the Indians and some of 
the settlers has been visible for-years. The 
former will not stay on their reservation, 
and have not hitherto been required by 
the Government to stay there. The Nava- 
jos are.a people who have enormons flocks 
of sheep and goats and many cattle, and 
much of their reservation is so arid that 
fully half of them live near’the springs 
and water courses‘on the public lands out- 
side. As these lands belong to the Govern- 
ment, it may properly permit them to stay 
there during the construction of a-system 
of reservoirs and ditches which itis now 
engaged upon for their reservation. When 
that is completed they can be restricted to- 
their proper limits, and the danger-of such, 


caused the present trouble will -be-dimin~

‘WHY ANY EXTRADITION WITH RUSSIA? }, 


President CLEVELAND is:reported to have 
assured a committee in Chicago, appoint- 
ed at a meeting held to protest-against the |}, 
extradition treaty with Russia, that he be- 
lieved the treaty was so carefully worded 
that the right of asylum would be fully 
protected underit. It is doubtful if any~ 
agreement with Russia could be so framed 
asto give assurance of such protection. 
Mr. GEORGE KENNAN statesin an article in 
the Forum very cogently the reasons why 
we should enter into no extradition treaty 
with Russia on any terms. 

In the first place, it is a recognized prin- 
ciple that such agreements should exist 
only between countries whose systems of 
criminal jurisprudence are in accord and 
whose political institutions.are based upon 
similar conceptions of the.relations of the 
citizen to the State. This condition noto- 
riously does not exist in the case of 
Russia and the United States. 

Such a treaty with Russia would be of no 
use to us. A fugitive criminal from the 
United States could not getinto the Rus- 
sian Empire without.an American passport 
viséd by a Russian Consular officer. He 
would have no desire to go there, if he 
could, because every foreigner is at all 
times under police surveillance. His name 
is registered at a police station wherever 
he goes, he is constantly watched, and he 
cannotchange hisdomicile without giving 
notice to the police. Theresis no record in 
fifty years of an American,criminal taking 
refuge in Russia. 

It is not likely’that tha Russian Govern- 
ment cares greatly for recovering fugitives 
from justice who are not “connected with” 
political offenses,. but it would not be safe 
tosend back even thoserwho had commit- 
ted ordinary crimes, with any expectation 
that they would have a fair trial. In a 
large part of the empire there is no such 
thing as open trial by jury with the privilege 
of counsel for the defense, Martial law has 
prevailed for twelve years, and all trials 
are by secret court-martial In another 
large part of the empire the old system still 
exists under which accused persons are 
often keptin prison for years before any 
form of trialis allowed. 

It would not be possible to have assur- 
ance that a person surrendered for ordi- 
nary felony would not really be punished 
for a political offense. It would be easy to 
present a case in such form that we could 
not question it or have any ground for re- 
fusing extradition, and yet under the 
Russian system and practice we might 
never know what was done with the 
oftender. Even if an accused person should 
be fairly tried and acquitted of the crime 
with which he was charged, he might be 
exiled by administrative process and pun- 
ished merely because he was regarded as 
obnoxious or “ politically untrustworthy.”

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THE TARIFF AND THE REVENUE. 

The value of the imported goods upon 
“which duties were paid last year was in 
roundnumbers $355,500,000, and the duties 
-amounted to about $173,000,000, indicat- 
,ing an ad valorem rate of nearly 49 per 
cent. In the current fiscal year the value 
- of the imports has increased, and itis prob- 
able that the revenue from customs will be 
‘in the neighborhood of $210,000,000, All

Ibis generally understoodhat the tariff 
‘will be.revised by repealing the duties now 
imposed.on-certain raw materials and scal- 
“ing down the otherduties. The proposed, 
enlargement of the free list by removing 
the duties on wool, iron ore, coal, coke, and 
lumber would cut offabout' $12,000,009 in 
revenue, the dutieson wool alone being now 

about $7,800,000. If the changes made in 

the remaining duties should reduce the: 
average ad valorem rate from 49 per cent. 

to 30 per cent., the revenue from customs 

would be reduced from $210,000,000 to 

about $120,000,000, if we assume that the 

quantity and value of the imported goods 

‘would remain about the-same, 

If the reduction of duties should cause a 
considerable increase of the quantity and 
value of the dutiable goods imported, the 
reduction of revenue would not be so large. 
Take, for example, the manufactures of 
wool The value oftheimports last year was 
in round numbers $35,800,000, the duties 
were $34,300,000, and the average ad va-. 
lorem rate was nearly 96 percent. If wool 
should be put on the free list, (the duty on 
raw wool used in the manufacture of 
clothing is about 55 per cent.,) and if the 
duty on woolen goods should be cut down 
to 35 per cent., the quantity of woolen 
goods imported might be increased. But 
the increase could not be sufficient to yield 
the old revenue of $34,300,000 unless 
the quantity imported should be nearly 
three times the imports of last year. 
There would be no such increase, and we 
do not understand that the leaders of the 
Democratic Party havein mind a policy 
ora scheme of revision that would cause 
so great an addition to the imports of 
woolen goods, or that they intend to make 
changes in other parts of the tariff that 
would considerably enlarge tho quantity 
of manufactured goods imported. 

The exact effect of the proposed reduc- 
tions cannot be foreseen, but it may safely 
be assumed that they will cause a loss of 
revenue. If the quantity and value of 
the dutiable imports should remain sub- 
stantially the same, a reduction of the 
average duty to 30 per cent. would, as 
we have said, cut down the customs 
revenue to about $120,000,000. With 
some increase of the value of imports, 
which might be expected, the total would 
be larger, but it would still be necessary 
to look forward to a loss of $50,000,000 or 
$75,000,000. 

How shall this loss be made good? Sev- 
eral propositions have been considered by 
those who are to take partin the work of 
revising the tariff. One is that revenue 
duties shall be imposed upon raw sugar and 





coffee. A duty of 2 cents a pound on 


the quantity of raw sugar import- 
ed last year would have yielded 
$71,000,000 in revenue. A duty of 3 cents 
a pound on coffee would have added 
$19,000,000, These imposts together would 
make up for any loss caused by the scaling 
of the protective duties. Another proposi- 
tion is that the sum required shall be pro- 
cured by anincome tax. A third calls for 
an issue of pension bonds or Treasury cer- 
tificates to pay that part of the annual pen- 
sion expenditures which is required for 
the settlement of arrears. This part is 
about one-third of the entire sum expended 
for pensions. If provision for these ar- 
rears payments, which really belong to 
past years, should be made in this way, it 
would not be necessary to increase the 
revenue by new taxes, 

It is not our purpose at this time to con- 
sider the merits of these propositions. We 
have sought only to show what are the 
conditions, with respect to revenue, under 
which the work of revising the tariff must 
be taken up, and to direct attention to the 
various projects for maintaining the rev- 
enue that are suggested and are beginning 
to be considered at Washington.

MUSIC AND THE FAIR. 

It seems that the authorities of the 
World’s Fair have not yet committed them- 
selves irrevocably to the exclusion of Mr. 
PADEREWSKI from the Music Hall unless 
he consents to appear as a performer upon 
a piano made by a persona grata. The ques- 
tion involved has been referred to the 
Board of Administration, and it is very 
much to be hoped, not, of course, in the 
interest of any manufacturer, but in the 
interest of the fair itself, that that body 
will not put itself in a position that would 
be at once grievons and ridiculous. 

The question involyed is not at all a 
question of the rights of pianomakers, 
either Eastern or Western, or of a surrep- 
titious exhibition, so to speak, of an instru- 
ment which the makers have withdrawn 
from the exhibition in the regular way. It 
is strictly and purely a question of art. Mr. 
PADEREWSKI has himself explained that he 
is not bound by contract to use any partic- 
ular instrument, but that, if he plays, he 
will play a piano which he has chosen for 
himself, has had altered to suit him, and to 
which heis accustomed. Any musician will 
understand without being told, and any 
sensible man ought to understand after he 
has been told, that he would appear at a 
disadvantage with any other instrument, 
even theugh it might be equally good; and 
certainly every artist of any description 
will sympathize with his determination 
not to appear at all unless he can 
appear to advantage. For an artist 
like Mr. PaApEREWSEI to offer to 
play for nothing is to make a very 

‘considerable pecuniary sacrifice and a 
very handsome contribution to the fair. 
‘There would be something extremely boor- 
ishin rejecting this offered compliment: 
unless the man who offered it consented to 
play upon an instrument not of his own 
choice. The fair has lately had its own 
troubles with trades unions. But if it re- 
jects the services of the most popular of 
‘living pianists because he proposes to play 
‘a “scab” piano, in pursuance of its boy- 
cott declared against the instrument, it 
will be exhibiting on its own account one 
-of the most discouraging features of trades 
unionism. It isnot to be assumed in ad- 
“vance that the Board of Administration 
will do-so boorish and uncivilized a thing.

Ruined, Railroad Tracks SsSub- 
merged, and Cattle Lost. 


OINCINNATI, May 1.—The Ohio River ts leap- 
Dis- 
patches from Wapakoneta state that the whole 
of Northwestern Ohio is flooded and wheat 
ruined, while other crops are so delayed that 
the yield must be small. Dayton reports 
the Miami River and tributaries at flood height 
and rising two inches an hour. Nearly an inch 
and a halt of rainfall at the headwaters of the 
Scioto River will add to that swollen stream. 
Zanesville reports the railroad track submerged | 
and the Muskingum Riverrisin afoot an hour 
ALTON, IIL, May 1.—The southern portion of 
the State has been visited by an unprece- 
dented rainfall.

St. Louris, May 1.—The Mississippi! is again on 
the rampage and before the apex of the flood is 
reached it will eclipse ail previous floods in 
height, ruin, and devastation. The gauge at 
this city now marks thirty-one feet, or within 
twelve inches of the danger line and is rising 
at the rate of an inch per hour. Reports re- 
ecived from points above here state that the 
tributaries are rising fast and pouring torrents 
of water into the Mississippi. This volume will 
reach here in two or three days and then the 
fiood scenes of previous years will be re- 
enacted. Tho railroads have taken profit from 
experience and will probably not suffer from 
the flood. The rainfall during the month of 
April has exceeded that of any month for 
twenty years.

ABT NOTES, 





—Charles Chipiez, who is publishing the great 
series of the * History of Art” in collaboration 
with M. Perrot, has been reading an essay to 
the French Academy on the origins of the Doric 
order in architecture. He finds that every 
member of that order, as shown in pillar, base, 
and capital, existed in the early architecture at 
Troy and Mycen, as shown by the excavations 


Schliemann made. He believes that the Greeks 
copied thé fronts of the palaces which existed 
before Homer. The only differences are in the 
proportions of one member compared to the 
other. Asthe Dorians were by tradition com- 
parative late-comers into Greece the conolu- 
sion is important, for it is fair to suppose that 
these palaces of Mycenz and Troy were built 
leng befere the Dorian invasions. 

—London has yet one more art monthly in the 
Studio, (venerable title!) edited by Mr. Gleeson 
White, an Englishman who made many friends 
in New-York while aiding Mr. Marks to publish 
the Art Amateur. As Mr. White is himself a 
distinguished designer of book plates, it is tit 
ting that four es are given to an entertain- 
ing account of these preciosities, with a number 
of clever examples of the art by Bell, H. P. 
Horne, Washington Hogg and Alan Wright 
Very mystic, wild and weird are the illustra- 
tions to “ Siegfried.” Malory’s ‘“‘ Morte d’Ar- 
thur,” and other volumes designed by Aubrey 
Beardsley of Londen.

This is the statue 
of Republican France and will be presented to 
the City of Chicago. 

—A stained-glass window of large size has been 
sent to the Woman’s Building at the World’s 
Fair to represent Massachusetts. It is the joint 
design of Elizabeth Parsons, Edith Blake Brown, 
and Ethel Isidore Brown. A draped female 
figure represents Massachusetis, and in front of 
her is a young girl who holds a torch high in one 
hand; the other is grasped by the figure that 
represents the State. The names of noted Mas- 
sachusetts women are written on panels in the 
border, which is decorated with floral motives. 

—Two great oollections of paintings will come 
to the hammerin England presently, the Hol- 
ford and the Baring collections.

Thomas Bailey Aldrich's tragio drama, or dra- 
matio study, oslled ‘“‘Mercedes,” which was 
published nine years ago, was acted for the 
first time at Palmer’s Theatre last night, 
and this event was justly considered the most 
important of the unusually large number of 
more or less noteworthy theatrical incidents of 
the night. The audience was numerous, and in- 
cluded many persons of distinction in the lit- 
erary calling. 

The play is in two acts, but it was performed 
without the customary intermission, the scene 
being changed quickly from the camp in the 
forest at night to tho sunlit Spanish village. The 
scenery was Dew and appropriate, the costumes 
had been carefully prepared. The little play 
was also remakably well acted, so that Mr. 
Aldrich’s first theatrical uppearance was made 
under the best possible auspices. 

There is only one ineident in ‘* Mercedes.” 
In the first scene, by the ‘bivouac fire, Luvois 
tells his comrade, Laboissiére, that the hamlet 
of Arguano, which they areto attack on the 
morrow, is the home of the woman he loves, 
whom he was forced to desert In the 
second, Mercedes is discovered in the 
hamlet with her child. She cannot fly with 
her neighbors, who have been warned of 
the attack by apiles, because she will 
not desert the scolding, crooning old wo- 
man whom she calls grandmother. The 
soldiers, led by Laboissiére, find her, and she is 
compelled eitherto admit that the wine they 
have found is poisoned or to drink some of it 
herself.

PALAOGES OF DEATH FOR PARIS. 


One Is Buried 





To Make Sure that No 
Alive, 


From the Lenden Datly Telegraph. 

As a mournful kind of set-off to ite numerous 
and brilliant places of pleasure Paris is now 
destined to have a series of edifices called 
Palaces of Death. These Palais dela Mort, or as 
they are alse styled, Palais Mortuaires, are in- 
tended for the reception of dead bodies until 
the arrangements for interment have been fully 
completed. The object of the members of the 
Organizing Committee of the death palaces is 
twofold. Inthe first place they desire to pre- 


vent hasty or premature burials, as it often 
happens in France that people are put into the 

Tave alive; secondly, by the new method the 

anger of contagion would be minimized. 

Nothing is said about attaching electrio wires 
to the wrists of dead persons temporarily de- 

osited in these mortuaries, as is done in some 

erman cities, notably Munich, the purpose of 
this arrangement being to arouse the attendant 
doctor should the supposed departed be only in 
a@trance. In Paris the bodies, in the event of 
doubt as to death, would be kept until the firat 
traces of decomposition appeared. 

The Committee of Organization has been 
founded by Dr. Bergeron, who 18 aided by a 
hygienio specialist, Martin. These gentle- 
men have already £40,000 in hand, and are 
only waiting the authorization of the new Mu- 
nicipal Council in order to begin building. Tho 
first mortuary will be established in an old 
closed churchyard near the Montmartre Oeme- 
tery, and special departments for the various 
classes of the community will be arranged. 
The projectis strongly backed, and has every 
prospect of being practically carried ont. 





Dead-Lock in Paterson Board of Aldermen.

ONE THING THE FAIR MAY DO, 


Through It England May Better U*der- 
stand This Country’s Institutions. 





To the Edttor of the New-York Times: - 

It is one of the phenomena of perverse humanity, 
how strangely distorted the vision of te average 
American becomes when he compares his native 
political and social economies with those of foreign 
countries. Itinvariably becomes eXher jaundiced 
or rosy-hued according to the idlocyncracies of the 
individual and rarely retains its natural and actual 
ints. How many men do we daily enoounter who 
suffer from bad attacks of Anglomania or who are 
Victims to the equally distressing disease known as 
spreadeagleism ! 

Perhaps, however, in this year of grace, the former 
is more rampant, while the latter is only subject to 
periodical epi’smios. Patriotism lgads one tojump 
at conclusions which an unbiased cosmopolitan 
would at once prociaim to be only the partial verdict 
of prejudice, while limited experience imbues ideas 
which are plainly the result of early surroundings 
and narrow social spheres. Even Chicagoans look 
down on New- Yorkers, and the people of San Fran- 


cisco consider themselves as belonging to the only 
ay in the world in which life is worth living. 

‘Bo itis with Americans and Britishers as a rule, 
and one laudable result of the forthcoming exposi- 
tion will be to break down this unnatural barrier and 
curd the carping and envious spirit of blood rela 
tionship. Hitherto the great bulk of American tour. 
ists Who rush through Great Britain have not had 
time to study the inner o ter and home life of 
the people, and have come back witha very super. 
ficial acquaintance of the customs and peculiarities 
of the Uld Country, although possessing a remarka- 
bly acute knowledge of its geographical characteris- 
tics. They tell a story over there of one man who 
took the night train from Liverpool to Glasgow, 
caugbt the morning steamer from there sailing up 
the West coast to Oban, and on through the Oaledo- 
nian Canal to Inverness, where he landed that eren- 
ing in time to catch the night mail through to Lon. 
don, and who henceforth boasted of haying “done”’

Where do the sentiments and social knowledge of 
the inhabitants come in there? Why, this modern 
wanSettan 7 ew could have learned more from read- 
ing one of Black’s word pictures in his own library 
chair, while Burns, or even Harrie, would have sup- 
plied the homely pathos, the stern religion, and the 
geuial hospitality which have made Sootland’s sons

also that the petitioners were ejected again on 
April 12 and 29. About 1 o’clock Mr. Speer 
made a personal demand on Sheriff Cross that 
he actin the matter, The Sheriff asked timé to 
eonsult counssl, and Mr. Speer granted him 
until 3 e’clock.

THE OLINTON STARTS WEST. 


Crowds at the Stations to See the New- 
York Central’s Exhibit. 


The New-York Central and Hudson Biver 
Railroad Company’s ‘exhibit for the World’s 
Fair, showing the evolution of motive power 
and transportation facilities on its system with- 
in the last sixty-two years, left New-York at 7 
o’olook yesterday morning, and will arrive in 
Chicago to-day. 

The train, comprising Engine No. 999, the 
latest production of the shops of the road, and 
animmense gondola car carrying the De Witt 
Clinton train, was the centre of attraction, and 
many persons stopped to inspect the company’s 
exhibit. 

Engine No. 999 is an eight-wheel passenger 
locomotive and was built at the West Albany 


shops. Itis a rfect type of the most ad- 
vanoed ideas of locomotive construction. 

The De Witt Clinton, as the locomotive was 
called two generations ago, was built at the 
West Point Foundry, at the foot of Beach Street, 
this city, in 1831, and its prototype as it rested 
on the gondola yesterday was a perfect repro- 
duction. The original De Witt Clinton was run 
on trial trips on the Mohawk and Hudson Rail- 
road at various times from July 2, 1831, until 
Aug. 9, when the first regular excursion trip 
was made. On this occasion the following rode 
in the coaches: Erastus Corning, Mr. Lensing, 
ex-Gov. Yates. J. J. Boyd, Thurlow Weed, Mr.

riages, arrived here at 8:30 this evening. 

At every station between New-York and 
Utica every foot of available space was ——_ 
with people. Fully 15,000 people awaited the 
arrival of the train at Albany. At Schenectady 
the Schenectady Locomotive Works, employing 
3,000 men, closed duwn at 4 P. M. to give 
the employes. a chance to see the new 
engine and the old. A special train 
was run from Gloversville and Johnstown 
te Fonda, where 5,000 people were assembled, 
and at Herkimer as many more stood for hours 
in a pouring rain until the train arrived, having 
run part of the way between Albany and Utica 
at the rate of sixty-eight miles an hour. 

The train will leave at 7:30 Tuesday morning 
for Buttalo.

Dolores would 
be in a bad position in ease of an outbreak of 
the Navajos. It is near the head of the Monte- 
zuma Valley, which extends south through the 
Ute Reservation and to the Navajos’ lands, 

The guns and ammunition will be shipped 
from here to Dolores to-day.

BEOAUSE THEY WERE NOT AL- 
LOWED TO OHEER MR. OLEVELAND. 


A Representative of the Crew of the York- 
town Sends an Explanation to the Peo- 
ple Through ‘The New-York Times ”— 
Officers of that Ship Deny that a Sailor 
Was Punished for Cheering—The Naval 
Regulation Against Hurrahing for Off- 
cers Said to Include the President. 


Following the day of the review of the Co- 
lumbian fleet by President Clevelana, THE 
NEw-YorK Times was the only New-York paper 
to call attention to the fact that on the day pre- 
vious British sailors had cheered the President, 
while the crews of every American war ship in 
port remained silent. 

Since the publication of that fact no little 
comment has been indulged in by Americans, 
who have wondered that so marked an incident 
should have been allowed by naval officers to 
occur. Many sightseers on the day of the 
review who heard the magnificent cheers of 
the British tara were amazed at the silence of 
the American ships. From the latter, however, 
not a sound came from the four thousand and 
more United States sailors. 

As the President, on Thursday last, slowly 
passed the British ships, the crew of every one 
gave three splendid cheers. Tho signal to cheer 
aboard qach vessel came from the Captain. A 
simple wave of the hand sufficed to produce the 
cheers, and when this signal aboard the big 
armored cruiser Australia caused 575 British 


tars to rend the air with hurrahs, spectators 
could not restrain their admiration for the 
men. 

It was stated, in effect, in THe N&W-YORE, 
Times of Friday morning that the American 
sailors had been not a little worked up the day 
previous over their being prevented from 
cheering the President. Positive orders, how- 
ever, prevented the American crews from giv- 
ing hurrehs. 

Not only was it forbidden that the President 
should be cheered, but orders were issued aboard 
the several vessela of the American squadron 
forbidding the crews to return the salutes of 
passers-by. Just how thisiatter order was re 
garded in the American fleet may be judged by 
the following communications: 

To the Kdttor of the New-York Times: 

Will you kindly allow us, through the medium of 
your peer. to apologize to the various parties that 
were kind enough to salate the Yorktown’s crew 
while passing on review day for the very cold recep- 
tion they received from us! Very strict orders were 
issued from our patriotic Oaptain not to in any way 
acknowl © the various salutes by waving or 
speaking above a whisper. I can well assure you it 
was very humiliating for all the crew to hear such 
remarks as’ “* What's the matter with the York- 
town’s crew! Are they blind or dumb or dead?” &c. 

Wecan all very safely say they came near the 
mark, for until our last gallant Captain, Commander 
R. D, Evans, was relieved by our present Captain, 
Commander F. Wildes, our crew, that took such a 
promipent part in the late Chilean affair, (which ex- 
perience, it is to be hoped, will not be repeated 
under our present Captain,) were allowed to an- 
awer cheer for cheer to foreigners. But home in 
New-York we must, | am sorry to say, insult our 
own citizens and visitors that are assisting to wel- 
come our worthy President and foreign men-of-war.

As the President of the 
United States is the ranking ofticer of the navy, 
he isincluded in this order. This order has 
been aud ulwaysis strictly obeyed. The only 
time that [ have ever known the men to cheer 
was when they were in a foreign port and one. 
of the fleet was ordered home. As the home- 
ward-bound ship left the harbor the sailors on 
the vessels remaining would always salute 
their comrades by a parting cheer.” 

This officer also said that he had heard noth- 
ing of any seaman having been punished for 
cheering during the parade. 

The regulation forbidding the crews to cheer 
an officer is intended to prevent the crew from 
showing approbation or approval of an officer's 
conduct. 

When the crew of the British man-of-war Tar- 
tar tiret cheered the President, the men of the 
Atlanta, itis said, could with difficulty be re- 
strained from joining in. The Tartar’s men’s 
cheers were followed by those of the Magicienne, 
and then in order by the cheers of the crews of 
the Australia and the Blake. 

When the Yorktown was at Valparaiso under 
the command of “ Fighting Bob” Evans, the 
crew of that ship cheered the foreigners when- 
ever occasion arose. Again, while the white 
squadron wasin the harbor of Rio de Janeiro 
the crew of the fleet cheered the Brazilian flag. 

When the cruiser Boston sailed from this port 
for the Pacific not long agoshe was cheered by 
the crews of all ships at the Brookiyn 
Navy Yard, with the exception of the crew 
of the Concord. ‘The Convcord’s men were 
prevented at that time from cheering by the 
order of their Captain. From this it would seem 
that the matter of cheering restslargely with the 
commander of the vessel. At any rate the opin- 
ion is being largely held thatin the absence of 
positive orders from Admiral Gherardi to the 
contrary, the cheering on Thursday last by the 
men of the American war ships would have 
met the approval ofthe flag officers orf the 
American fiset. 

President Cleveland is personally warmly ad- 
mired among the majority of the sailors in the 
navy. The bluejackets took a lively interest in 
the last election, and well-posted officers say 
that @ poll of the sailors on election day would 
have shown that 05 per cent. of them cast their 
ballote for Mr. Cleveland, In view of this fact, 
they say it is no wonder that the men on Thurs- 
day last were anxious to see the President, and 
are now vexed over what they consider a slight 
shown the Chief Executive. 





Victory Over Willoughby Street. 

The Young Men’s Democratic Club of Brook- 
lyn met at its rooms, 44 Court Street, in that 
city, last evening, and spent two hours discuss- 
ing a couple of amendments toits constitution 
offered by Mr. John Baker. It finally deoided 
to defeat them. 

One of the amendments was to exclude any 
person who held a political office under any 
branch of the Government from being an officer 
of the club.

The 
paraders, most of whom were cigarmakers and 
brewery employes, gathered at the Labor Ly- 
coum in Willoughby Avenue extended early in 
the evening and marched through Beaver 
Street and through Throop, Montrose, Graham, 
Park, Bedford, and Myrtle Avenues, reaching 
Fort Greene at 9:30 o’clock.

Tests of Armor Plate. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Another successful 
armor-plate trial took place to-day at Indian 
Head, the naval proving grounds near Wash- 
ington. It was the acceptance teat of the elght- 
inch armor for the New-York, Monterey, and 
Texas. While the contractors, Carnegie, Phipps

The trouble became more serious when a 
number ef prominent members of the club 
posted a new ticket and issned a circular which 
was denounced by their opponents as * a most 
harsh and unclublike document.”

A suspicious case of sickness developed on 
board the White Star freight steamship No- 
madic, which arrived from Liverpool on April 
24. According to the officers of the ship all of 
the crew were in good health when the vessel 
reached Quarantine. The Health Officer al- 
lowed her to proceed to her pier. 

Two days after she had made fast to her 
wharf, George Evans, the steward, was taken 
sick, and was removed to St. Vincent’s Hospi- 
tal. The surgeons there thought that the pa- 
tient showed symptoms of typhus, and ordered 
his removal to North Brother Island. L. iiall, 


the assistant steward, another typhus suspect 
from the same vessel, Was also sent to the 
island. 

Evans died yesterday. Dr. Edson of the 
Health Board said last night that it had not 
been determined what was the eause of death. 
The man had been isolated, he said, the ship 
thoroughly disinfected, and all possible precau- 
tions taken to prevent infection should the dis- 
ease prove to be typhus. An autopsy was or 
dered, but the result had not been made known 
last night. 

Dr. Edson was not disposed to blame the 
Quarantine officials tor laxity, as the case, what- 
ever it is, developed after the ship reached her 
pier.

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LABOR MAKES ITS DEMANDS. 


MAY DAY PASSED IN EUROPE WITH 
LITTLE DISORDER. 





The Only Serious Riots Occurred in Mar- 
seilles—The Mobs There Overthrew the 
Troops—Demonstrations in Other Places 
Chiefly in the Form of Meetings—Fifty- 
six in Vienna Alone—Universal Suffrage 
and an Eight-Hour Working Day Asked 
—Work Continued in Many Places. 


PaRIs, May 1.—Several deputations of Social- 
ists and others visited the législative chambers 
to-day to present petitions in behalf of an eight 
hourlaw. At the Chamber of Deputies the del- 
egations were received by Socialist members of 
that body, and the petitions were duly pre- 
sented. 

Some disorder occurred during the day in the 
Place de la République, where group3 of agita- 
tors tried to create a demonstration. The 
police dispersed the groups and arrested a 
workingman who was unfurling a red fiag. 
They also arrested a leader of the Extremists 
named Baudin, who was heading asmall pro- 
cession, but soon released him. 

Toward evening the crowds in the streets of 
Marseilles became very disorderly. The palice 
tried to arrest several Socialista who were 
waving red flags and were inciting the work- 
ingmen to violence. A fight, in which the police 
were worsted, followed. Hussars were sum- 
moned to neip hhe police, and a general fight at 
close quarters was begun. 

Several soldiers and policemen were badly 
cutand bruised. M. Flayol, Manicipal Coun- 
cillor, was trampled under foot by the hussars. 
The rioters captured the Police Commissary, 
knocked him down, and dragged him in the 
dust, but he was rescued by the troops before 
serious harm could be done him. By united 
effort the military and police eventually drove 
off the mob. This evening bands of rufflans are 
making attacks upon isolated policemen. 

Reports received up to 11 o’olock to-night 
show that butfor the riots in Marsellies the 
day has passed without serious disturbances in 
the provinces. 

ViENNA, May 1.—Fifty-six meetings were held 
by the workingmen of the eity and suburbs to- 
day. The police were kept out of sight and no 
effort was made to harass the speakers or dis- 
solve the audiences. The streets leading to that 
part of the Prater where the principal demon- 
stration was made were filled with irregular 
processions of workingmen. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon 200,000 men and 
women were massed on the Prater. They sang 
labor songs, ** The Marseillaise,” and other revo- 
lutionary hymns, cheered the speakers who de- 
manded universal suffrage, and at 6:30 began 
their return march through the city. As sev- 
eral thousand laborers passed the Emperor 
Franz Joseph Barracks they cheered the soldiers 
watvhing at the windows, and when tie soldiers 
cheered back the laborers waved thelr hats and 
handkerchiefs, 

BERLIN, May 1.—The police compelled a 
meeting of Anarchists to disperse to-day, be- 
cause the speakers were urging the working- 
men to revolt against the Government. The 
Socialist meetings beld in various halis were, 
so far as known, not attended by any disorder. 
Those present at the meetings voted, without 
disquieting demonstration, in favor of eight 
hours as the limit of daily toil. 

AMSTERDAM, May 1.—The Socialists of Gron- 
ingen, led by the agitator Niewhuis, marched 
throngh the streets of that city this afternoon 
and refused to disperse at the command of the 
Police Commissary. The police then charged 
with drawn swords and cleared the streets. 
Several Socialists were wounded. 

Rome, May 1.—A May Day riot at the Porta 
Trionfale this afternoon resulted in the arrest 
oftwelve men. Nobody was injured seriously. 


Dispatches from nearly all the labor centres 
of Europe not mentioned above show that May 
Day was observed without disorder. Demon- 


strations generally took the form of meetings 
at which an eight-hour law was favored. In 
many places the workingmen continued at their 
work throughout the day. 





END OF THE CORNER IN COFFEE. 


Kaltenbach Hurt Many Firms Abroad, but 
the Effect Here Was Small. 


Lonpon, May 1.—The Financial News to-day 
announces that the gigantio corner in coffee 
engineered by M. Kaltenbach, the Paris oper- 
ator, has collapsed, implicating thirty firms in 
Havre and a number of houses in Antwerp, Rot- 
terdam, and Hamburg. 

The paper adds that for twelve months M. 
Kaltenbach has alone been carrying 1,000,000 
bags of coffee, One-fourth of this was actual 
coffee, while the remainder was in futures and 
options. Recently M. Kaltenbach has been 
unable to furnish his agents in New-York with 
margins. The coffees held by the agents were 
forced on the market, causing a heavy fall in 
prices there. At Havre there was also a decline 
amounting to 20f. 

Since then prices have recovered one-third 
under the efforts made to sustain values in 
order to save the firms involved. 

The announcement of the disastrous failure 
ofthe attempt of M. Kaltenbach to maintain 
a gigantic corner in coffee attracted some atten- 
tion in this city yesterday, but failed to produce 
any effect on the coffee market. The newer ca- 
bled from London that a large number of firms 
in Havre and elsewhere were involved had no 
terrors for the members of the New-York Coffee 
Exchange. 

Thomas M. Barr & Co. of 107 Front Street, 
Kaltenbach’s brokers in this city, suspended 
about the middle of last month. 

Mr. Henry Hentz, President of the Coffee Ex- 
change, said: ‘“* Nothing has occurred within the 
last few days to disturb the coffee market. The 
Kaltenbach failure is a thing of the past. At 
the time of its announcement the price of coffee 
sold down about 142 cents a poun It began to 
recover almost immediately, however, and the 
situation now, I think, looks betier than it did 
before the failure. Some New-York firms may 
have heen hurt a little by the failure of Kalten- 
bach, but I guess they can stand it.”’ 

An interesting phase of Kaltenbach’s trouble 
was made known yesterday, and that was that 
the Bank of France had advanced to Kaitenbach 
about one-third of the value of the * spot”’ coffee 
held by the ambitious speculator. 


MAX JUDD’S APPOINTMENT. 


VIENNA, May 1.—The relatives in Austria of 
Max Judd of St. Louis, who was appointed by 
President Cleveland American Consul General 
at Vienna, are not aware of anything going to 
support the statement that he has resigned. 

It is stated on good authority that the Aus- 
triun Foreign Office has made no objection to 


the appointment of Mr. Judd, and that the Aue- 
trian Ministry of the Interior is not likely to op- 
pose the appointment.

HIS FITNESS FOR PROMOTION, 


The Case of Pay Inspector John H. Ste- 
venson Not Yet Settled. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Naveal staff officers will 
probably be deeply impressed when they learn 
of the recommendation made to Secretary Her- 
bert by the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy in the case of Pay Inspector John H. 
Stevenson of Brooklyn. The officer was ex- 
amined before two boards of officers for promo- 
tion to the highest grade of his corps, and both 
boards, after full inquiry, recommended that 
Mr. Stevenson be advanced. Secretary Tracy 
indorsed the findings of each board with a mark 
of disapproval, and President Cleveland, when 
the matter canie to him as one of the things 
left for bis decision by the last Administration, 
adopted Mr. Tracy’s suggestion rather than ap- 
pear to reflect on Mr. Herbert’s predecessor. 

All the papers in the oase traveled back to 
the Navy Department, where they now await 
the return of Mr. Herbert from Chicsgo. It is 
likely that another board will be ordered, the 
thirdin the remarkable scrutiny of an officer 
who is merely up for promotion and not prose- 
cution. 

There is some question, as pointed out in 
these dispatches last week, regarding the de- 
tail of otticers who shail serve on the third 
board. The members, it is argued, must be 
senior to Mr. Stevenson and must have had no 
service on either of the two former boards. 
There is a ditticulty about getting three ofticers 
who fill these requirements without calling an 
officer all the way trom San Francisco or de- 
tailing the Paymaster General of the navy. 

AS & means of settling the matter the ff udge 
Advocate General has advised the Secretary of 
the Navy to detail a board of officers com 
entirely of line officers who shall be senior in 
rank to the grade occupied by Mr. Stevenson. 
It is said that the Judge Advocate General 
twice made thts recommendation and that the 
latest advice is now before the department, 
This recommendation is likely to meet with ob- 
jections from those who are interested in the 
staff. and certainly Mr. Stevenson's friends will 
not permit the department to take any such ar- 
bitrary action without a protest. 





A Large Warehouse Collapses. 
8T. Louis, Mo., May 1.—At 11 A. M., with- 
out &@ moment's warning, one-fourth of the 
mammoth warehouse of the East 8t Louis’ 
Dock and Warehouse Company, sitnated at the 


east end and just southof the Eads Bridge, 
collapsed. One colored man, a roustabout, ts 
reported missing. 

All kinds of merchandise except hay and 
grain were stored in the warehouse. On a 
rough estimate thirty carloads went south by 
the water route, and the loss will be felt princi- 
pally by 8t. Louisa merchants. 

The building was an old, fambling, two- 
story structure of several “ additions.”

Be- 
fore he was of age he became a partner in the 
business of importing teas and coffees with his 
father and brothers, leaving the old firm in 1880 
to enter into the coffee-brokerage business with 
his son, Joseph J. O’ Donohue, Jr., at 101 Front 
Street, this city. The business is now conduct- 
ed by afirmin which Mr. O’Donohue’s son and 
John J. Gilroy, son of the Mayor, are associated. 

Mr. O’Donohue has during his long and honor- 
able career been identitied with many public 
enterprises, among which was the establishing 
of ferries between this city and the Eastern 
District of Brooklyn.

Tax Commissioner Joseph Blumenthal was 
born in Munich, Bavaria, Deo. 1. 1»34, and was 
identified with the County Democracy in its 
best days, but joined Tammany afterward. He 
served in the Assembly in 1873, 1874, 1888, 
1889, 1890, and 1891. Tammany nominated 
bim again in 1891 from the Twenty-second Dis- 
trict, but he was defeated by William J. O’Dair. 
He has been out of office since then. 

Commissioner Louis F. Haffen of the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards was dcfeated 
for the office which he now geté by Louis J.

Fire Commissioner ag Aegean 4 Gray was 
born here in 1839, and @ graduate of the 
New-York University.

& Co. and other firms. He wae appointed Park 
Commissioner in January and was recently 
made Vice President of the board. His first 
wife was a daughter of William R. Travers. In 
1889 he married a daughter of ex-Seoretary of 
tate Frelinghuysen. 

Commissioner of Charities and Correction 
Henry H. Porter is a native New-Yorker, has 
been President of the departmont for some time, 
and bas already served two terms of six years 
each on the board, and was powerfully backed 
for reappointment. He is a brother-in-law of 
Col. George Blise, and is understood to have 
joined aepmeny speentty, 

Health Commissioner Kdson was appointed to 
his present place by Mayor Gilrey upon the 
resignation of Dr. Bryant. He is a@ sonof ex- 
mores Edson, and a member of the Tammany 
H eneral Committes 

Police Justice Bernard F. Martin is one of the 
old-line leaders of Tammany, and is in charge 
of the Eighth Assembly District. He has been 
@ public office holder for years, and has been 
the subject of criticism. He has been an Alder- 
man, a Coroner, Order of Arrest Clerkin the 
Sheriff's office, Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Worke, and Commissioner of Jurors. He is a 
brother of Police Commissioner James J. Mar- 
tin. His appointment was due to his work for 
the organization. Heis fifty-two years of age 
and was born in Ireland. 

Police Commissioner Jobn C, Sheehan is an old 
brother of Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, and was born 
in Buffalo in 1854. He was Controller of the 
City of Buffalo, came to this city in 1884 as 
Socretary of the Aqueduct Commission, and 
was appointed a Police Commissioner to succeed 
Jobn R. Voorhis in 1892 by Mayor Grant. He 
is the Tammany Hall leader of the Thirteenth 
Assembly District.

MASPETH ANAROHISTS ARBESTED. 


Three Men Said to be in the Crandall Plot 
Lodged in Jail. 


MASPETB, L. I., May 1.—Constable Goorge 
Hoch of Maspeth, L. L, is the hero of the hour 
with the timid residents of this village and is 
regarded with sullen rage by the large Anarchist 
colony because of the war he ie waging jagainst 
bombmakers. 

Yesterday he arrested Henry Rupprecht, for 
whom he had been searching for weeks. Rup- 
precht was foreman for E. V. Crandall, under 
whose whiting factory in Maspeth were found 
a lot of dynamite bombs a month ago, and Rup- 
precht, with a number of Mr. Crandall’s other 
Anarchist employes, fled. Otto Eckholdt was 
the only one captured at the time. He said that 


Rupprecht was the leader of the Anarchist col- 
ony and the waker of the bombs. 

Constable Hooh landed Ruppreocht in jail and 
within a few hours had Ernest Thordsmith, Mr. 
Crandall’s missing engineer, under arrest. 
Then, to complete the good day’s work, he ar 
rested Jacob Miller. 

“This,” he said to a New-YOrRK TIMES re- 
porter, ‘“‘completes the crowd that I was 
after. Now we'll soon find out wpe aor the 
dynamite to blow up Mr. Crandall’s factory 
and, perhaps, who is responsible for all the 
ot ame fires in the village for months 

ac ” 

Thordsmith and Rupprecht were admitted to 
$2,000 bail each by Justice Schamacher. 

On Thursday Constable Hooh will resurrect 
the dynamite which he has buried on the out- 
skirts of the village and submit it to experts in 
the presence of the Assistant District Attorney, 
at the latter’s request. 

Leo Beck, who took the place of Anarchist 
Rupprecht as foreman of the Whiting factory 
when the latter disappeared, didn’t suit the 
employes, and yesterday morning they refused 
to go to work, and hints of firing the works are 
said to have been made.

aled to, and enacted the role of peacemaker. 
mn two hours the strikers went back to work 
under Foreman Beok. 





GEN. PLUME’S TURN TO AOT. 


Orders Issued Disbanding Certain Rebel- 
lious New-Jersey Companies. 


Major Gen. Plume of the New-Jersey National 
Guard has begun his movement against the 
militiamen who have refased to be comforted 
since the First Brigade reorganization that ere- 
ated so much commotion seven or eight months 
gao. 

The members of some of the companies re- 
fused to} recognize the right of the Comman- 
dant to shift them into other companies and at- 
tach them to other regiments, and at a recent 
battalion drill the Hoboken militiamen, almost 
to aman, refused to respect Col. Abernethy’s 
orders to assemble. 

Gen. Plume’s order disbands Companies G, H, 
I, K, and L of Col. Abernethy’s regiment for 
mutinous conduct, and Company H of the Sixth 
Regiment for falling below the standard of 
numbers required by the law, and directs the 

uartermaster General to take possession of 
the State’s property held by them. 

Tbe order reduces the Fourth Regiment, which 
used to be the crack regiment in the State, to 
four companies. The vacancies will be filled 
by three new companies, which, it is said, can 
be organized in Jersey City and Hobok )n.

Verification of Sub-Treasury Books 
Weight and Count,

The count of the money inthe Sub-Treasury, 
incident to the change in Assistant Treasurers, 
has progressed so far that the experts have ex- 
awined the notes in the establishment—about 
$35,000,000 in all—and have found the tally 
correct. They have also gone over a million 
and a halfin fractional silver. 

Work on the silver dollars began yesterday, a 
dozen laborers being employed to do the heavy 
work for the representatives of the Treasury 
and Sub-Treasury. Planks were laid from one 
compartment of the vaults to the corridor, and 
the bags, each containing $1,000, were slid from 
one of the storage places to another, being 
weighed on a scale en route. 

Any bag above or below weight was put aside 
in order that the pieces might be counted, and 
occasionally a sample bag of correct weight was 
submitted to a similar test. 

There is high artin stowing the bags away, 
for they have to be placed as exactly as bricks 
inawall. The squad bandles 2,000 bags a day. 
on an average, and the compartments are packed 
with from $8,000,000 to $9,000,000 apiece. The 
Sub-Treasury has about 40,000 bags of silver, 
each holding $1,000, hidden away in its strong 
rooms. 

One of the curious features of the count is the 
number of bags which have never been emptied 
since they left the mnint. Most of the silver dol- 
lars now being handled have upon their cover- 
ings the dust which has accumulated since the 
last count, four years ago. —

FOR WHISKERS AND RIGHTS 


THOSE WERE THE OBJEOTS OF 
THE WAITERS’ PARADE. 





They Marched Over a Long Route, Made 
a Good Appearance, and Behaved Prop- 
erly—Nearly All Were Clean Shaven, 
but There Were Signs on Some Faces 
of Whiskers to Come—Banners with 
Striking Sentiments—Cheered by Hotel 
Domestics—Flags of Various Nations. 


The striking waiters of New-York yosterday 
paraded their whiskers and their grievances be- 
fore the sympathetio eyes of the public. 

Their grievances were numerous, and many 
banners were required for even asuccin¢t state- 
ment of them in all their melancholy variety. 

But there. was hardly a handful of whiskers in 
the procession. 

This entire and utter absence of the silky 
adornments with which nature has decorated 
the faces of waiters, as well as otber people, 
Was not the fault of the paraders, but was the 
resultof the ukase of their hard-hearted em- 
ployers. The raw wind that swept in blasts 
down Broadway and across Madison Square 
would have been full of luxurious whiskers if 
the waiters had been ableto have tleilrown 
way. 

They bad no whiskers when they atruck, and 
they had beon unable to grow them in the brief 
interval between the strike and the parade. 

The motto of the waiters was “ Give us more 
whiskers and Jess tips.” Under this banner they 
marched, unmindful of the withering glances of 
scorn castupon them by the proprietors as 
they went by Delmonico’s and the Holland 
House. 

There were 400 members of the International 
Hotel and Restaurant Waiters’ Association of 
New-York in the parade. They started at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon from the Chimney 
Corner, at Sixth Avenué and Twenty-fifth Streot, 
and marched down Sixth Avenue to Ninth 
Street, to Broadway, to Twelfth Street, to 
Fourth Avenue, to Seventeenth Street, to Irving 
Place, to Twentieth Street, to Gramercy Park, 
to Lexington Avenue, to Thirtioth Street, to 
Broadway, to Twenty-fifth Streo t, and thenve 
to the Chimney Corner, where they disbanded. 

The walters wanted to marchin front of Del- 
monico’s, the Holland House, the Grand Hotel, 
and the Fifth Avenue Hotel, in all of which 
places the knights of the napkin -have had 
trouble over their wages and their whiskers. 
Police Superintendent Byrnes, however, told 
them that thore were so many carriages in front 
of those hotels that a parade there would cause 
great annoyance and seriously interfere with 
public travel. 

The waiters thought that the astute Superin- 
tendent was dissembliing and pleaded for a 
chance to walk past the Fifth Avenue front of 
Delmonico’s, at least, giving solemn assurances 


that no brickd would be thrown or any dis- 
turbance caused. 

But Mr. Byrnes was obdurate and the walters 
had to becontent with aside view of the Hol- 
land House and a rear view of Delmonioco’s, get- 
ting only distant glimpses of the Grand Hotel 
ana the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

Two gigantic policemen from the Broadway 
squad ied the waiters. They knew the route of 
the parade by heart, and they marched the dap- 
per gentlemen up one street and down another 
on the double-quick, so that they had little time 
to do more than pick their way daintily among 
the puddles, which lay in myriads along tae 
route and threatened dire destruction to their 
highly-polished shoes at every etep. 

The waiters began to gather at the Chimney 
Corner at noon. A few of those who came still 
had regular employment, and had seoretly 
gotten an hour or two off. Nine-tenths of the 
waiters, though, were out of jobs. Red and 
blue ribbons and bamboo canes were sold to 
them by the Treasurer of tho association for 
25 cents net and every waiter boughta cane. 

A fat waiter from Delmonico’s walked ahead 
of the procession, carrying a big flag of the 
United States. In his rear was s band in blue 
uniform. Behind him was Grand Marshal 
Ferdinand Dinancourt, who formerly served 
quail at Delmonico’s. He is a tall, rotund, 
smooth-faced man. Tho barber’s powder still 
lingered on his cheeks, and a stylish brown 
alpine hat and a pair of carefully creased and 
striped pantaloons gave to him the finished air 
of a fashion plate. There was ® pearl in his 
cravat. 

The waiters were divided into twenty com- 
panies, with a Captain for each company. 
ivery Captain carried a flag. The men were in 
citizen’s attire, and they made a good appear- 
unce. Mostofthem were clean shaven, and of 
others mustaches were the only facial adorn- 
ments. They were a gay crowd, and seemed as 
light-hearted as when pocketing large tips. The 
wife of one of the waiters marched on his arm, 
andthe wives and children of many of the 
strikers gathered along the route and cheered 
the whiskerless warriors. 

Thoir banners bore legends which were plaip 
and to the point. 

Secretary Julius Leckel, whose polished shirt 
bosem used to reflect the glow from the electric 
lights in the dining room of the Grand Hotel, 
kept his short black side whiskers in the 
shadow of a bauner, whereon was painted: 

“ All for 83 cents.” 

The legena did not refer to Mr. Leckel or his 
side whiskers, but to the daily wages of hotel 
waiters in New- York. 

President Joseph Tucker, whose round and 
boyish face was formerly mirrored on sunny 
days in the plates of the Grand Hotel, wore a 
sky-blue cravat and bore a banner on which 
was: 

“We demand human treatment.” 

Fritz Fischelmeier, formerly of the Bruns- 
wick Hotel, looked as though he had just come 
from the Craven-Martin wedding. @ was a 
counterpart of the ushers at that celebrated 
society event, and wore a pink shirt and a white 
collar. Mr. Fischelmeier was attired in trian- 
gular side whiskers and afeathery brown mus- 
tache, and upheld a banner on which was this 
cheering news: 

“ Beefsatoak John, 
Ten Cents a Beefsteak; 
Pays Hie Waiters 
Ten DoMars a Week.” 

William Bernard of the Holland House wore a 
beautiful bottle-green overcoat, and on his 
banner was this dig at Delmonico: 

‘*Delmonico charges $4.52 for a canvasback duok. 
Pays his waiters 66 and 83 cents a day.” 

Other banners were: 

“Our wages in most hotels are 83 cents a day to 
supportour families with.” 

“We work 366 days in the year, and have no holi- 


» With lawful means we demand oar rights.” 

Tho German walters oarried German flags, 
the French waitera carried Frenoh tiags, and 60 
on. There were two Irish flags in the parade 
and a goud many United States flags. The 
French and German flage predominated. 

John Olokin, formeriy of the Buckingham, 
was one of the happiest men in the procession. 
He has secured a job in Chicago. Yesterday 
Mr. Olekin wore a short covert-coatjof a delicate 
hue, and a siugie stud of Roman goid lurked in 
the bosom of his expansive dress shirt. Hise 
low-cut vest was elaborately figured. There 
were faint premonitory symptoms of a mus- 
tache on his upper lp. 

Ex-Waiter MoDonald of the Normandie was 
the tallest maninthe parade. He was over 6 
feet in height, and his face was as sibeoth shaven 
as that of an actor. 

Julius Schmidt of the Holland House marohed 
with a copy of Dante’s “Inferno” under his 


arin. 

Some of the waiters wore glasses and had the 
appearance of college —_—.. Many wore 
their Spring coate and began to sneeze while en 
route. 

There was a stir at the Holland House and at 
Delmonico’s as the striking waiters marched 
by. A female servant leaned out of an + yo 
window of the Holland House and waved her 
handkerchief. One of the new waiters at Del- 
monico’s raised a window on the socond floor, 
opening on Broadway, and saluted with his 
napkin. 

The domestics at both hotels were at the win- 
dows, and at Delmonico’s the diners in the 
men’s café on the Broadway side arose and 
filled the windows as the waiters marched past 
with their band, their flags, and their banners. 

The waiters’ band played a dirge at the Hol- 
land House and at Delmonico’s, and the walters 
in line alternately cheered and groaned, and 
shook their bamboo canes in the direction of 
the hotela. There were no demonstrations at 
the other hotels, and there was no disturbance 
along the line. A crowd of 100 atriking waiters 
assembled at I'wenty-fifth Street and Broad- 
way, and they vociferously cheered the pro- 
cession. 

The parade attracted a good deal of attention 
on Broadway, but there were few cheers from 
the spectators, most of whom were promepaders 
or shoppers. 


CHAMBERMAIDS’ STRIKE AVERTED. 
It was reported at the headquarters of the 
Waiters’ Association that the chambermaids 
and pantry girls at the Endicott Hotel had 
threatened to strike against a non-union volored 
waiter who had taken the place of a union 
striker.

They think it will prove that the 
nominal control over Irish affairs which the bill 
reservos to England will be utterly nugatory, in 
view of the way Virginia passed new acts to 
nullify tho effect of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States through evasions 
and devices, which acts were put into force and 
execution pending the intervals of getting new 
docigions from the Supreme Court. 

This document is intended for the guidance of 
the leaders in Parliament who are opposing Mr. 
Gladstone’s policy. Mr. Royall prepared such 
a history about two years so, 1n which he re- 
cited all the details of the contest. He has sent 
his manuscript to the Conservatives, and it will 
be presented to Parliament at once. 

Mr. Royall was, until the settlement of the 
debt, the resident counsel here of the British 
holders of Virginia bonda.

As usual, the industrials fared the worst, 
with National Cordage as a leader in the excit- 
ing slamps, The news that the Directors de- 
cided last Saturday to issue new preferred stock 
for $2,500,000 to increase their supply of ready 
money was enough to start the selling of 
the shares of this concern, and down they went 
unt{l they touched 4944, or a dozen points below 
their best figure on Saturday. Evena rally at 
the last, which carried the price up to 52, left it 
5% points below the closing quotation for Sat- 
urday. The traders, inthe course of the day, 
handled about 40,000 shares of Cordage. 

American Tobacco was off, and so were Sugar 
Trust, General Electric, Cotton Oil, Chicago 
Gas, and, in fact, pretty nearly everything cise 
on the list. Whisky Trust formed one of the 
few exceptions to the rule, gaining 7g of a point, 
as if the prevailing gloom was likely to create 
& greater demand for its products. Rail- 
road shares generally sympathized with the in- 
dustrials, but their plunges were less violent 
and spectacular. All ground it was a day of 
nervousness, but not of unexpected things.

As London hada holiday end Chicago was 
out of business On account of the opening of 
the World’s Fair, New-York was left in sole 
possession of the field.

Some of the pools, which had been 
trying to put up specialties, were said to have 
xiven up the attempt and to be liquidating as, 
best they could. 

In such condjtions everybody in the Street 
fell to studying the gold question anew. There 
was at first a gleam of brightness in the report 
that the French liner La Champagne had 
brought over 11,000,000f. in specie, but it was 
followed speedily by a denial and a statement 
from the vessel’s ofiicers that she had no specie 
on board. 

On the other hand was to be considered a 
shipment of $500,00U in gold which will start 
for Europe to-day.

A DAY OF HEAVY SHRINKAGES 
IN THE STOCK MARKET. 





Gleom and Despondency in Speculative 
Circles—The Calling: of Loans by the 
Banks Induces the Marketing of Long 
Stock—A. Gist of Unfavorable News—Cov- 
ering of Short Contracts Checks the 
Decline—A Handsome Distribution to 
the Stockholders of Pennsylvania.

It was a day of gloom and despdndency 
din Stock Exchange circles. As 4 rulé the 
opening prices were the highest of the day, 


and throughout the morning and until wel.) 


into the afternoon the tape recorded a 
steady decline. Late in the day on the 
covering of local shorts the decline was 
checked, but at the close the feeling was 
by no means hopeful. 

Of course, the bear manipulators assisted 
the decline, but the break in prices was 
not due solély to their operations. Long 
stock was freely marketed. It seemed as 
if investors had at length taken alarm over 
“the unsatisfactory condition of the general 
outlook and had determined to secure 
themselves against possible contingencies 
by lightening their loads. Early in the 
day the banks began calling loans, and as 
@ consequence money advanced to 12 per 
cent. After the immediate wants of the 
traders had been supplied the rate fell 
back to 6 per cent., and just before the 
close the nominal rate was 3 per cent. The 
uncertainty as to the future of the money 
market had more to do with the decline in 
prices than anything else. 

The volume of trading was large, 631,446 
shares changing hands, notwithstanding 
that the London and Chicago Exchanges 
were closed, the former over the May Day 
heliday and the latter in celebration of the 
opening of the World’s Fair. It was & re- 
markable coincidence that on}the day of 
the openitig of the exposition, from which 
so miueh benefit has been anticipated, such 

'@ decided break should have occurred in 
Stock Exchange prices. 

The industrials, of oourse, played a 
prominent part in the decline, that class of 
stocks not being regarded favorably by 
bankers as collateral for leans. But rail- 
way stocks showed only little more résist- 

nce, the Gould specialties being particular- 
ly weak.

DEFAULT ON READING BONDS. 


A Keport that Interest on Three Classes 
of Securities Will Not Be Paid. 





PHILADELPHIA, May 1.—A sensation was cre- 
ated in financial circles to-day by the Reading 
Railroad defaulting in payment of the semi- 
annual interest upon the 4 and 5 percent. 
bonds of the Philadelphia, Reading and New- 
England Road, (Poughkeepsie Bridge system,) 
of which there are $2,500,000 outstanding. The 
bonds are guaranteed for both principal and 
interest by the Reading Company, and the de- 
fault is based upon the ground that the interest 
has not been earned. This is in direct repudia- 
tion of ex-President MoLeod’s last. annual re- 
portin which he said that the bridge system 
was “already earning more than the charges 
guaranteed by the company.” 

Later it was announced that the non-payment 
might not, after all, prove a complete default, 
since the subject has been héld under consider- 


ation by the receivers, who are undecided as to 
the relative position of the bridge property to 
the railroad company. It may prove, there- 
fore, that instead of a default the interest may 
only be deferred. 

It was also announced that the Reading Com-. 
pany had defaulted on the interest on its im- 
provement 6s. The amount of the issue is 
$9,364,000. To-day the coupons were being 
purchased at reduced rates by a Reading bank- 
ing house. It was currently rumored that the 
action upon both bond issues was taken in or- 
der to force the acceptance of the new plan of 
reorganization.

—Ed Geers says that pacers are gaining in popu- 
larity. “ People care just as much now to see a fast 
pacing race as @ trotting race,” he remarked re- 
cently. ‘i think it makes very little difference to 
those who really wish to see an evenly-matched 
horse race. Prejudice et the pacer merely 
because he is & pacer a thing of the past. 
What the public want is a real genuine race, 
whether between troteers or pacers. es, the pacer 
is becoming more popular every year. But i do not 
think he will ever sell for as much as the trotter. It 
does not cost so wuch to develop a pacer as a trotter, 
and my experience has en that he comes to his 
speed more quickly. And that is what is the matter 
with trotters now-+it costs too much to train and 
Gevelop them, and many have failed to bring 
in any returns. I think as race families increase aud 
become thoroughly established among them, they 
wil be trained with less expense, lixe the 
pacer.”
